, The Mexican situation topped 
by this latest development, was 
admitted in all quarters to be 
more critical than it has been at 
any time since Huerta precipi- 
tated the landing of troops at 
Vera Cruz. 
Secretary Bryan had received today 
-. .Jpio. word of the latest representations to 
"Camñxa against Gen. Obregon's decrees 
in Mexico City and his threat to leave 
the capital unprotected with water and 
light plants out of commission and the 
attenant possibilities of looting and 
killing. 
Mr. Bryan did not comment 
iurther today than to say that the situ- 
«tíon continued to be bad.

Washington government has beén mak- 
ing its representations in behalf of all 
through the Brazilian núnbter but with 
the removal of the diplomatic corps 't 
is feared all foreigners would be at the 
mercy of the factions.

"No foreigner 
who conducts himself properly need fear 
any injury in Mexico City.

Gen. Obregon, who had refused to ac- 
cept the proffer, is reported to have de- 
clared that Mexico Âva^, m no need of 
such aid. Foreign diplomats here, how- 
ever, are pessimistic over the situaton 
in the Mexican capital. The American 
government has appealed to Carranza 
to instruct Obregon to adopt measures

London, March 
6.—(10:20 «. m.)— 
The steamship La Touraine is afire at 
latitude 48.06 north and longitude 20.14 
west, according to a wireless message 
received here. 
The message telling of 
the fire was received by Lloyds from 
the wireless station at Valentia, Ire- 
land. In addition to giving the position 
of the La Touraine, it stated that the 
steamers Rotterdam, Swanmore, Com- 
ishman, Arabic and others were going 
to her assistance. 


The French liner La Touraine sailed 
from New York February 27 for Havre. 
The position given in the message is 
approximately 1,200 miles west from 
her port of destination. 
Among the 
passengers are five doctors 
and 
ten 
nurses on their way to France to be 
attached to the new American hospital 
at the Chateau de Passy, near Sens. 


The doctors are Joseph L. 
Wheel- 
wright, T. C. Walker, W. G. Braddock, 
A. O. Jiminis and John S. Irwin. 
The 
nurses, all of whom are graduates of 
the French hospital in New York, are 
the Misses Alma Marie McCormick: 
Dorothy O'Cpimell, E t ^ n i a H. Lyons, 
Victoria Franchort, Florence 
Gk^on, 
Ellen (yHanlon, Mollie McQrath, Nellie 
Burdette Parsons r aad.NrBedk..I#iSietttia 
Peterionr Tla'ToUraine, a steamer of 
3,378 tons, under the eommand of Cap- 
tain Caussin, is one of the oldest trans- 
Atlantic liners, having been built in 
1891. Since she was laimched La Tou- 
raine luw played an int<ereating part in 
the history of ocean travel. 
She ar- 
rived in New York on October 28, 1913, 
with forty-two perscxis she rescued from 
the 
Uranium 
liner 
Voltumo 
which 
burned at sea with the loss of 132 lives. 


Captain Caussin waa one of the first 
commanders of rescue steamers to get 
a boat over in the heavy sea to aid in 
the rescue work.. The captain and.crew 
were decorated with medals for their 
bravery on this occasion. It was the 
captain of La Touraine who warned the 
ill-fated Titanic of the presence of ice 
bergs in her coiurse. 


Ctace before the steamer was threat- 
ened by fire when flames were discov- 
ered in'the staterooms while she lay at 
her dock in Havre on January 21, 1903, 
There were no passengers aboard and 
the damage was not serious. 


She was withdrawn from service for a 
time in 1907 because of serious damage 
to her machinery. 
The discovery was 
made just before, she was due to sail 
from New York. On another occasion a 
member of her crew was killed by the 
bursting of a steampipe. When the Eu- 
ropean war began the entire carrying 
capacity of La Touraine waa reserved 
for Americans struggling for passage 
home from France. She arrived in New 
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Boston, March 6.—Report of a rail« 
road accident in Mexico last January in 
which 600 lives were lost, is contained 
in a letter received today by the Amer< 
ican board of commissioners for foreign 
missions from one of its representative! 
at Manzanillo. 


The letter waa written on Feb. 14, 
According to the -writer, after the entry 
of the soldiers into Guadalajara, which 
was captured by Carrania's troops on 
Jan. 18, the governor ordered that their 
families should be brought up from Co- 
lima on a special train.

Dailey, who will be in charge of the 
prosecution, the trial will last about ten 
weeks. 


Former Representative A, 0. Stanley, 
of Henderson, Ky., Roberts' chief coun' 
eel, has been here a couple of days, put- 
ting the finishing touches to the defend- 
a n t ' case. 
He will be assisted by a 
dumber of Indiana lawyers. 


The Indictment. 


The indictment on which Roberts and 
the others will be tried was returned 
December 24, 1914, and named 126 Terre 
S'üute and Vigo county officials and 
otheré. 
Of the 126 indicted, 116 were 
taken in custody and 88 have pleaded 
guilty to the charge. 
Judge Anderson 
reserved sentence on the 88, a nllhber 
of whom will he used as witnesses for 
the government, until after the comple- 
tion of the trial. 
Twenty .seven of the 
defendants fought the indictment with 
a demurrei', in which it was contended 
that the federal courts had no jtu-isdic- 
tipn in the case, but it was overruled 
by Judge Anderson and they pleaded not 
guilty. One other pleaded not guilty. 


In Four Counts.

Change Shocks Old Timers 
of California, But Will 
Work No Trouble. 


Chicago, March' 1.—-One of the inter- 
esting results of tlie establishment of 
the new federal reserve banks 
is the 
gradual disappearance 
from 
ordinary 
circulation in the far west of gold coin. 
The Pacific coast has been the only part 
of the United States in which gold coin 
in the pockets and hands of the people 
has been the regular medium 
of ex- 
change. 
Ill other sections the gold has 
been in the banks and treasury and has 
been represented in the pockets of the 
people by various 
forms 
of 
paper 
montiy. 


Tlie custom of using gold 
in Cali- 
fornia was inherited from 
the 
early 
gold mining days, when private mintage, 
and even gold in an unrefined form, was 
in common use. 
Aside from its prac- 
tical advantages, western people have 
taken pride in 
maintaining ii 
custom 
that distinguished tlieir section from the 
rest of the country. 
Even during the 
civil Avar and the years immediately 
following it, when the rest of the na- 
tion was on a depreciated paper stand- 
ard, 
California remained on 
a gold 
standard and boasted of being the only 
place in the United States where either 
gold or silver was in general circula- 
tion. 


Notes and commercial obligations in 
California have always been payable in 
gold coin, the fact he zing been speci- 
fied on legal papers of all kinds calling 
for the payment of money. 
The con- 
stant use of gold for large transactions 
and the absence of pennies have been 
characteristic of California. 


Since the start of the European war 
and the establishment of the federal re- 
serve banks, there has been a tendency 
on the part of the financial institutions 
to encourage the use of paper money 
and there is more of this in circulation 
in the Aveat than ever before. The new 
system being introduced 
nierely 
en- 
forces on the people of the Pacific coast 
the customs of the rest of the country 
and Avill do no harm, except to shock 
the sentiments of the old Californian, 
Avho Avill look back Avith regret to the 
daj's when "hard money" Avas the sole 
medium of exchange in the golden Avest.

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Judge NeiVs New 
Suggestion. 


When Illinois adopted its first dependent mothers' 
pension law in the world, a new principle was adopted. 
It will be four years in July since this new system first 
came into use, but in that short tune twenty-three states 
have jpined the advance and New York and Indiana may 
adopt tbe legislation before their legislatures adjourn. 


Judge Henry Neil, father of the mothers' pension 
idea, Ixas said from the first, that the mothers' pensioii 
system is no more a charity than a public-school system 
is a charity. He conceived the first law and has led in 
the spreading of the new plan in this country. But up to 
the present the prevailing idea has been that the moth- 
ers' pension system is simply a means of relief for des- 
perate cases. Inmost states the pensions are adniinister- 
Bd through the courts. This gives the flavor of crimin- 
ility and the pauperizing of charity. 


Judge Neil's new proposal is that mothers' pensions 
shall be administered through the public school. "This 
new system must be made entirely constructive. It must 
be taken entirely away from the machinery of courts and 
charity and used for the development of children into 
men and women, ready with strong bodies and loyal 
spirits to serve their country and the world," says Judge 
Neil. 


The public-school machinery can easily and natural- 
ly be expanded to manage the mothers' pension system. 
The pensions will amount to more than ten million dol- 
lars this year. School teachers are in touch with all the 
chHdren and they could be the aids to the mothers iu 
making the system serve its purpose in a consti-uctivo 
way,/with no taint of charity to destroy seif-respeçt. 


This new plan will make pensioned mothers respon- 
sible to the state for the health and education of their 
cMldren, and their efforts will be intelligently and scien- 
tifically directed by the teachers. 
Backed by the in- 
stinctive interest of women for children, fine results 
should follow immediately. 


Dispatches from Mexico City indicate that the 
mapace of starvation is now added to the multiplied woes 
that have beset not only the capital but the entire un- 
happy country during the past two years, and that the sit- 
"aation is becoming daily more acute. The crowning out- 
ràgé of the situation is supplied by General Obregon, the 
.Carranza commander, who declines to allow an interna- 
tional relief committee of wealthy members of the for- 
eign colony there to succor the needy, on the pretext that 
**Mexico needs no foreign aid." Carranza rule may be 
an improvement over the Huerta regime, but at this dis- 
tance it is extremely difficult to convince oneself of that 
fact.

London, England. JNIarch 6.—My story 
can be told in a few words. But thou- 
sands of words would not convey .the 
bravery and gallantry 
of 
the 
regi- 
ments around me, and particularly the 
bulldog pluck of my 
own 
battaJion, 
sticking determinedly to their trenches 
below that little hill ner he Cateau, 
when the regiments to their right and 
left had been ordered to detreat. 


To have seen our boys on that glori- 
ous çutiimu afternoon 
fighting 
bril- 
liantly against desperate odds, fighting 
ÇY^r every foot of the 
ground, 
and 
"taking it out" of the advancing Ger- 
mans, although it was a rear-guard ac- 
tion, -would make a eight to forever 
live in memory. 
This is the spectacle 
that thrills me every time I think of 
it, while the incident which has brouiiht 
the honor of the Victoria cross to. me 
is very small indeed beside it. 


We were in our trenches at Le Ca- 
teau and our retreat from Möns had 
only just begun. The cornfields sloping 
away in front of us were a joy to see. 
The weather was very sunny, and we 
were very hot. 
A few hundred yards 
to our rear on the left wa« a hill, along 
the side of which pur battalions after- 
wards retired. 
Some distance in front 
to the right .was another 
hill, 
over 
M'hicli the Germans were coming. 


We took over the 
trenches 
at 
2 
o'clock in the 
morning. 
We fought 
steadily until II o'clock, when we wore 
informed that the French were coming 
to relieve us. 
iYithin a quarter of an 
hour of this we suddenly found our* 
selves in for real hard fighting. Heavy 
shell and rjfle fire now, 
I cannot de- 
scribe it, and under it minutes dragged 
on like hours. 


Our attention . was concentrated BO 
mucli on our oyn front that we did not 
know what was happening to the other 
regiments. 
But during the afternoon 
we found that the line of our right and 
left had vanished. 
The regiments on 
either side had retired.

no orders, so we stopped and kept blais- 
ing away at the enemy.

we were practically surrounded.

the officer in.charge giving the order we 
jumped out of the trenches. 
Tx)ts of 
us were shot as soon as we did so. 


Just as I .lumped out I saw a wound- 
ed man l.ying on the ground. 
I believe 
he was one of my own battalion, but I 
am not certain. 
He asked me to help 
him. 
I said I would do my best for 
him. It flashed through my mind that 
I would not get out of this myself, and, 
if I was to be shot, I would prefer it 
when helping a pal. 
Strange that this 
reflection should have passed through 
my mind theni 


I picked him up and hoisted him on 
my shoulder. 
After going about 
100 
yards he cried out that my equipment 
was hurting him- I Put him down and 
pulled off my equipment. How the bul- 
lets miseed me I don't know, I then 
carried him to a rear position, resting 
now and again, over a distance of two 
and a half to three miles. 
On arriv- 
ing at the second village I left him in 
charge of some of our medical boys, 


I went back to join my regiment, but 
when I reached the hill which, was be- 
hind our line of trenches I could not 
see them. I only saw our 
dead 
antl 
wounded—and the Germans. I also sg-w 


some of our guns—out of action, 
stumbled 
across 
one—an 
eighteen 
pounder—with the horses harnessed to 
it, and a Avounded trumpeter sitting be- 
side it, 


"What has happened?" I asked. 
"I have been wounded," he answered; 
"but this gun has to be gotten awa.y." 


I do not remember my feelings at 
the moment. 
I think I must have had 
none. 
The gun was 
there, 
and 
plunged in. to save it from capture. 


I fixed the trumpeter on one of the 
rear paij- of horses, picked up a bayo- 
net off the grass, turned the lever cf 
the gun to safety, jumped on the lead 
ing pair of horses, prodded them with 
the bayonet, and . off we gaUoped over 
the road. 


We went at a furious pace, and pass 
ed many of our . dead in the first stage 
of this dash. 
After goinff a few mile« 
X caught up the rear of the column apd 
reported to an officer of the artillery. 


This was not done, however, without 
a tragic mishap, which grieves me and 
pains me every time I think 
of that 
afternoon. 
I turned my head back to 
see how the trumpeter was faring and 
I found that he must have fallen off 
on the way.

Exhibit of Work By Blind. 


Visitors today to the assembly room 
of the court house to see the exhibit of 
work done by the blind were surprised 
at the perfectness of crocheting, hand- 
sewing, knitting and bead work, which 
comprises the greater part of the ex- 
hibit. Everything the blind make is an 
astonishment to those 
who 
can see. 
Everything 
of 
course 
depends 
upon 
touch and memory, but when the beau- 
tiful insertions and edges in crocheting 
were examined and were found to be as 
well done as if made b.Y people of good 
sight, astonishment greAV. The work is 
sold to help the blind themselves, af? 
funds thus collected is given to them 
towards their support after they leave 
the institution. Between two and three 
hundred blind women are reachcd in this 
way of selling their work in different 
parts of the state. Miss Alathea Young, 
who is in charge of the exhibit here, is 
almost totally blind. She can see a lit- 
tle, however, and felt her way about 


the tables and made change with con- 
siderable ease. 
The blind now read iiy 
the system known as the New York 
point alphabet, which is a series of dots 
which they punch by means of a "slate," 
on heavy paper and then reverse it to 
read it by touch. Miss Young made tlie 
alphabet in less time than it takes to 
tell it, for a Sentinel representative. She 
also said she and many others caA use 
a typewriter, which is an aid in' their 
writing.

Fritz Kreisler, the 
great 
violinist, 
who is now in this country after having 
been discharged from the Austrian army 
because of physical disability brought 
about by a Avound received in the battles 
before Lemberg, has come practically to 
the conclusion that there is something 
radically wrong with modern life and 
methods of living. 
His W n experience 
and the experiences of the men with 
Avhom he was on the battle line, showed 
him that physical conditions improved 
enormously under hardships which are 
almost unbelievable. 
He and the men 
with him grew 
stronger, keener 
and 
hardier. 
Telling about this recently he 
said: 


"In the trenches we were generally 
without food, several times for three 
days at a stretch. 
I have more than 
once licked the dew from the grass to 
moisten my throat because I could get 
nothing to drink. 
The roads were im- 
passable and the supply trains moved 
only with great difficulty at the outset 
of the war. 
Somehow, the physical dis- 
comfort—that is a tame word to apply— 
does you no harm. Indeed you feel bet- 
ter physically. 
I am of a nervous tem- 
perament. 
I would never have given 
myself credit beforehand for being able 
to get through what I went through. 
But when I wa.s in it, I found it did me 
no harm. 
On the contrary' it improved 
me in some ways. For instance, my eye- 
sight was far better on the battlefield 
than it ever Avas before. 
I could see 
like a hawk, for long distances; better 
than I can now. My nerves disappeared. 
The horrible, shocking sights that Avere 
seen hourly did not; affect me as much 
as some letter I get now from a friend 
or Avell-Avisher expressing sympathy. 


"Does this mean that Ave moderns un- 
der civilization do not Ha-c rightly? 
Do 
Ave eat too much, do Ave get too much 
sleep, do we fail of proper exercise? For 
my experience has shoAvn me that the 
soldier on the battle field suffering crip 
pling physical 
discomfort and 
mental 
shock that must almost have a patho- 
logical effect, is really the healthier man 
than eA'en the one A v h o uses civilization's 
best hygienic experience under the most 
favoraijle condiitions."

Wilbert Robinson, who is guiding the 
destinies of the Brooklyn Nationals, Is 
one of the most likable, one of the clean- 
est, jolliest and most loyal of men. But 
it's a shame to rap a fellow for whom we 
pull.

but. 


This year Robinson 
has a ball club 
which, on paper, shapes up to be about 
the best in the National league. 
Either

it and probably win a pennant, and yet 
it will surprise the Judges if it finishes 
one, two, three. 


This Is partly becaYise Robby. is .too good 
natured and not "mean" enough to be a 
real inspirer and leader of men, 
and,

Robby was the one calm, peaceful ele- 
ment in the old Baltimore Orioles. 
He

The now^ country waa iiam^ "Pana- 
ma" and has about one-eighth the Area 
of Columbia. 


The country of Panama is crooked, 
like a letter S. It is from 600 to 600 
miles lone: and from 50 to 75 miles wide. 


The canai is located in about the cen- 
tral portion, in a strip of land ten miles 
wide, known as the canal zone, which 
is the absolute property of the United 
States. 


For this land the United States paid 
Panama $10,000,000 in gold, in addition 
to the $40,000,000 which we paid the 
French Canal company. 


W« also pay Pànama $250,000 a year 
renali 
This would be very satisfac- 
tory excepting for one thing. I>et me 
teU you where the shoe pinches. 


Pra^icaliy all the busini^B of the 
Pjjpama, Jip^tipn and certainJy most all 
the intelligent people is transa¡Pted in 
the cities of Colon oji the Atlantic and 
Panama City on the Pacific. 


y«t, these two cities .aro in the canal 
zone ! I said above tliat the canal zone 
is the absoluto property of the United 
States. Wellj it is with the «ceptipn 
of these two old cities of Colon and 
Panama. 


As these cities were about all there 
was for support the new 
country of 
Pananaa, at the time of the pecession, 
the Piinamaians naturally could not give 
tliem up, even although they are in the 
canal zone. 


However, over these two dties the 
United States ho« certain control con- 
cerning sanitary police and other ma-t- 
ters. 


So there you arc ! It's a rather com- 
plicated situation. 
The best developed 
assets of the Panamaians are in 
the 


One of the canal lock« at compie tion—by these locks, which are slowly filled with water^ ships are f jfraduaUy 
lowered to ocean level. 


canal zone, which 
is 
under 
United 
States supervision. 


But this is not the worst of the situ- 
ation. 
Americana and others going to 
this new country, preferring to be un- 
der United States rule, have started 
to build two new cities. Moreover, both 
of the new cities adjoin the old cities 
and it is impossible (excepting by the 
swell) to tell where the old cities end 
and the new cities b^in. 


The new American city adjoining Co- 
lon is called Cristobol. The new Ameri- 
can city adjoining Panama is caJled Bal- 
boa, n a w ^ after the discoverer of the 
pacific ocean. 


In these new eitiea are 
the 
great 
docks, warehouses and public buildings 
which our government is erecting. 


Tie refiults of this complicated situ- 
ation may some time become quite em- 
barrassing. 
For instance, I will mi^jl 
this lètter at the Balboa postoffice for 
a cost of only two cents; while the Pan- 
aina postoffice, a short distance away, 
must cliarge me Are cents! 


Not only does such competition exist 
along many different lines; but the new 
cities are 'growing much more rapidly 
than are the old çitiea. 


This is boi^d to cause friction aooner 
or later. 


The general impression is that 
the 
weather at t^e iathmua is terribly un- 
healthful. We think of the tremendous 


isthmus raijafall, anmunting to about 
130 inches a year, which is tlttee times 
thp average rainfall of New England 
and of our central west. 


Knowing that the farther sputh one 
go^ the letter it is, we naturally think 
it must be frightfully hot in Panama. 
A summer's day in Kansas City ia all 
we caji stand! 


It i^ true that the rainfall in Olon 
is veiy heavy, but the heat ia not ex- 
cessive. It is not much hotter there in 
summer than it is in winter. 
When 
the eun's raye (in J«ne) axe ai 
their 
most northern vertical point, they are 
falling at practically the aame angle on 
Panama as Philadelphia. 


While during our spring when 
the 
sun's rays are absolutely vertical over 
Panama, the angle is not enough more 
direct to juake a big differense in the 
climate, 


Tlie Jacb is that it is warm in Pan- 
ama all the year long. 
The hottest 
weather there is during our spring time, 
but during June, July and August it is 
not as hot in Panama aa In the United 
States. 


The great danger In tropical coimtrie« 
comes from excessive raina or awamf^ 
lowlands. 


When we were children wo -used to 
talk about "catching" fevers, colds, etc. 
How they were "caught" nobody knew. 
Then the fever germ was discoveredj 
and the doctors •who lw4 been working 


in tliB dork for thousands of years were 
at last able to work intelligently. Thia 
was the first step. 


Stjriyige to say, however, it was years 
afterwards before the doctors learned 
how these genna are tmnsmitted. 
was taught they 
were 
transmitted 
through the air and that we "breathed 
them in." 


£ven now, people fumigate rooms and 
use terrible smelling disinfectant», sup- 
posing that they are killing the germa 
in the air. The great French ecientista 
whom De Lesseps took to Panoma tried 
in this way to kill the yeUo'v^ fever 
germs. 


We owe the Panama canal not to the 
engineers nor the statesmen, but rather 
to the biologists and other students who 
learned that germs do not fly through 
the air, but travel only by contact. It 
is through food, kissing, handshaking, 
flies and mosquito«» that germs travel! 


Hence the need of cleanliness 
and 
screnting. 
These students also learned 
that germs propagate most rapidly in 
m o i s t ^ . 
Henco the need of drainage 
and sunshine. 


The result of all thi? is that if you 
-will live on high land, keep clean and 
well screened you can be as healthy in 
Panama and other tropical countries as 
in Chicago.

It is dampness and dirty habit« which

The suc- 
cessful record made by the forestry de- 
partment during the past year has been 
due, in a large measure, ti> the greater 
eifieiency that has been developed in 
our forestry force. The operating ex- 
lensps of the departmept were $696.98 
ess than in 1918, notwithstAnding, our 
private conU'aet business showed an in- 
crease of $716.12.

tunate in securing at half the usual 
prlco from a nursery desiring to use 
the ground for other purpose«. 


Tba Department Work. 


The forestry work done under private 
contract amounted to $4,102.61. 
Our 
services were in great demand through- 
out the year and by constant employ« 
ment the • men developed greater pro^ 
ficiencf in their . prk. Naturally, this 


high class work by skilled foresters 
demonstrated to the eitizeiis 
that it 
pays big dividends to do this work cor- 
rectly. 


The trees planted, trimmed and treat- 
ed by the department in the past are in 
a imiformly thrifty 
condition 
which 
demonstrates how nature responds to 
intelligent treatment. 


Tree Planting—Arbor Day. 


TTiis was a banner year for the plant- 
ing of shade trees in Fort Wayne, and 
it is estimated that about 2,300 young 
nursery grown trees were planted. _ In 
all cases only approved varieties were 
planted, and 90 per cent, of this num- 
ber averaged ten 
to twelve 
feet in 
height. In almost every caee each tree 
was protected with a tree guard and 
stake, as requued by ordinance. 
In 
the few instances Mhere guards were 
not placed about the trees, one can n«^ 
tice their damaged condition caused by 
horses biting the bark and ehildren 
s>vinging on them. 
The forester wiJ] 
urge that guards be placed around these 
trees to avoid further damage. 


This tree planting revival was jdue 
in a large measure to the spirit aroused 
by the observance of Arbor day. 
The 
forester interested the school board and 
the various woman's clubs of the city 


to celebrate the spring Arbor day, April 
17th, 1014. Through the co-operation of 
above mentioned board and clubs Dr. 
Hermaîi Babson, of Purduo university, 
was brought to the city to deliver two 
Arbor day addrMses, one at the high 
school and another at 
the 
Jefferson 
sehool, his expenses being paid by the 
Commercial 
club. 
Appropriate 
exer- 
cises were held at the city schools and 
each exercise was closed with the plant- 
ing of a tree on the school grounds by 
the pupils. 
For these esereises 
one 
tree was donated by (»ch of the fol- 
lowing: 
Woman's 
league, 
Woman's 
Jleadijig club, College 
club. 
Mothers* 
club, Parent-Teachers' clubs of the d a y 
and Hamilton schools, Mw. Eliza Haaina 
Hayden, and si* by the board of park 
commissioners. The board further paid 
for the planting of the above trees and 
for the painting of the stakes and let- 
tering the names of the donors thereon. 


On May 14th, 1914, the 
St. 
Paul's 
school trustees purchased five Norway 
maples to be planted about the school 
and church property. These trees were 
planted by the pupils imder the super- 
vision of the forester, and dedicated to 
the classes from 1914 to 
1919. 
The 
planting was witnessed by the trustees, 
and the forester delivered a short talk 
relative to the work. 
The tro« stakes 
were painted white, and the class nu- 
merals were lettered in black. 
It 
is 
hoped that this appreciation of natiu'e 
will be manifested on each successive 
Arbor day. 
Removing Poplars, Bead and Diseased 
Trees. 


The department this year inaugurated 
a wholesale removal of dead and unde- 
sirable trees from the city streets. This 
work was done for the most part by 
mew who secured special permits. 
As 
the trees were condemned these men^ 
were notified, and they lost no time in 


removing thev. 
This featura of the 
work will, in a short time, greatly im- 
prove the general appearance of Fort 
Waj^e's shade tree system. 


Tree Insect Diaeaaea. 


Of the scale insects» San Jose and elm 
scales seem to be the most numeroufli 
and if some remedial measures are not 
taken, a large percentage of our shade 
trees will be destroyed. 
A scale dis- 
ease commonly known as the Putman 
scale, was discovered on the Norway 
ms^le. 
It was fonnd in abundance on 
poplar trees in 1912, and midtipUed in 
such quantities that it was forced to 
select other trees for 
its food. 
Be- 
sides serving as breeding 
places for 
scale insects, there are many other prac- 
tical objections to the poplar aa a shade 
tree, and their removal from oitf city 
should be undertaken at the 
earliest 
possible date. 
The extent of the in- 
jury to the Norway maple by the Put- 
man scale cannot be eatimated at the 
present time, but it would be logical to 
assume tha-t the Twice Stabbed Lady 
Bug lar\-a feeds upon this seale, owing 
to the fact that on each of the four 
trees found infected, there were pres- 
ent innumerable pupa cases of the Lady 
bug. It was the presence of thcs^ con- 
spicuo as pupa cases on Norway ma- 
ples whic^ caused some alarm among 
our citizens. 


The white marked Tussock moth waa 
present in its normal quantities, but a 
natural parasite seemed to hold it well 
in check. 


The red spider was present in abnor- 
mal quantities, causing the defoliatbn 
of a large number of elm and baaswood 
trees, añfl the partial defoliation of su- 
gar and Norway maples. 
The elms, 
which were completely defoliated, de- 
veloped a second set &[ leaves. A sin- 
gle defoliation rarely kills a t^ee.

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No Need of Waiting 


for Diamonds to Drop 


/ Scarcity of Supplies and 
Diminishing Stocks Stif- 
fen Prices—What 
mond Experts Say. 


Dia- 


York, Älarch 
6.—Judged 
from 
the recent reports given oiit by mem- 
bers of the large diamond houses on 
Maiden lane, the diamond market pre- 
sent« an aspect entirely different from 
that credited to it in the recent reports 
of the newspapers. As given out today 
on the best authority, there are no in- 
dications of a drop in the price of dia- 
monds. The mai-ket presents a firmness 
approaching rigidity with few stones of 
a desirable (Juality to be had. 
Within 
the last few days a number of well- 
known diamond men have arrived in 
New York from abroad. Altiiough their 
departure from the city was 
recent 
their respective firms cabled them to re- 
turn at once upon the issuance of the 
kaisers proclamation relative to the de- 
struction of neutral ships within the 
war zone. 


Among thofl« who hai'e arrived from 
Europe are the following: Samuel Ja- 
cobson, of Jacobson 
Brothers, 170 
Broadway, who arrived in New York on 
the Luaitania on February 20, and , Ben- 
jamin F. Rees, of Zimmern, Rees & Ck>.. 
.170 Broadway; Frank Jeanne, of Wil- 
liam S. Hedges & Co., 170 -^roadway; 
Hugo Oppenlieim, of Oppenheim & 
StrauBS, 87 Nassau street, and Arthur 
Henlus^ of Brulil Brothers & Henius Ck>., 
15 Maiden lane, who arrived on Febru- 
ary 22 on the Rotterdam. A representa- 
tive of the Keystone called upon all 
these gentlemen today and interviewed 
them regarding the foreign situation. In 
disciifising the subject, Samuel Jacob- 
son, of Jacobson Brothers, said: 


"While abroad, I was fortunate 
enough to be able to purchase a con- 
siderable assortment of rough stones. 
T say 
fortimate, for I learned 
today 
that no more stones are to be had from 
the syndicate of the quality T procured. 
While in London, I talked with L. Breit- 
meyer, of L. Breitmeyer & Co., the lead- 
ing firm of the diamond syndicate, and 
with Mr. Busch, president of the Pre- 
mier Diamond Mining company. 


"During the course of conversation 
they stated that if the war were to 
cease tomorrow it would be eighteen 
months before thev could resume opera- 
tions. 
They stated that of the 19,000 
employed by the DeBeers and the 13,- 
000 employed by the Premier Diamond 
Mining company, but 600 are now at 
work. 
Practically the entire force has 
been laid oil". The majority of these 
men have left the section for the seat 
of war. 
The mines are at present 
flooded and it would 
take at least 
twelve months to get them in Avorkable 
condition. These gentlemen also stated 
that six months after the cessation of 
hostilities, they look for an unprecedent- 
ed boom in the diamond business and 
they expect that this 
boom 
>A ill be 
conspicuous for the greatest scarcity of 
rough goods that the trade liaa ever 
leen. , 


"Englamd at present has turned her 
thoughts completely to war and has ac- 
cepted the situation with a spirit of 
quiet resolution. 
The kaiser's procla- 
mation has had a very quieting effect 
tipon those who formerly had a desire to 
leave the country. The Lusitania, upon 
which I sailed, was due to leave Liver- 
pool at 2:30 on the afternoon of Satur- 
day, February 13. Fearing the presence 
of submarines, the liner was held until 
7:45 that evening. As we steamed out 
into the ocean, all lights were extin- 
guished, port holes closed and darkened 
and all sound forbidden. The German 
submarines have succeeded in complete- 
ly paralyzing English commerce and on 
numerous occasions, English merchant- 
men have been destroyed, the news of 
whose destruction never reached this 
rountry."' 


Benjamin F. Rees, of Zimmern, Rees 
& Co., said: 


"In spite of the numerous rumors I 
heard to the contrary prior to my leav- 
ing for Europe, T found the market very 
firm, I might say exceptionally so. The 
larger houses are holding 
onto 
their 
stock and have no desire whatever to 
unload. 
Very little buying is being 
done but I understand that considerable 
quantities of stones have been sold to 
Russian houses. 


"Antwerp, of course, for the time be- 
ing, is no longer a gem center. Of the 
30,000 diamond workers formerly em- 
ployed in Belgium but 400 now remain. 
The . rest have left the country and are 
now located at Amsterdam, The Hague 
and Schevingen. The haste with which 
these men left the country can best be 
shown by the predicament one of the 
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large manufacturers .found 
themselves 
in. He recently told me he had goodi 
to the value of $i60!,000 on his .hands 
These had been half polished and such 
was the condition of business that he 
found it absolutely impossible to have 
the goods finished so that they would 
be in marketable condition. Business in 
Amsterdam is also at a low ebb and of 
the 12,000 workers located in Hcdland 
but 800 are at present engaged in busi 
ness. Insurance rates have risen until 
they are practically 2 per cent, and very 
little goods are being sent out. 
Small 
firms are the ones who feel the weight 
of the war as they are being held com 
pletely under the thumb of the bank- 
ing interests and owing to the existence 
of a moratorium, it is impossible to col 
lect money. 


"England is taking the war in 
philosophical manner. The visitor in 
the large cities would find it difficult to 
believe that the nation was now involv 
ed in a conflict. But it is a situation 
that the traveler can fully understand 
and heartily appreciate. 
For instance, 
when I left London 
on the 8 o'clock 
train, I was obliged to present myself 
at) the station at 5 p. m. A ^orough 
examination was made of my trimk and 
hand baggage. 
One of my bags con 
tained a number of old letters. 
Theae 
were examined and thoroughly read by 
the official in charge before I could pro 
ceed to the traain. The situation in Ant- 
werp is, of oowrae, far worse for the 
tra-^er, as he is required to show a 
passport on the average of once every 
fifteen minutes. 


"On the Thiursday preceding the ar- 
rival of the Lusitania in port, the Am- 
erican flag was run up the mast. Con- 
trary to the reports which were circu- 
lated in the New York newspapers to 
the effect that great excitement pre- 
vailed on the steamer, that life b ^ t s 
were made ready and that the situa- 
tion well nigh verged upon a panic, I 
would like to say that nothing of the 
kind happened. The greatest quiet and 
order prevailed and there was no ex- 
citement of any kind." 


Frank Jeanne, of William S. Hedges 
& Co., said: 


"The market is exceptionally firm. No 
rough goods have come to either Am- 
sterdam or Antwerp within the 
last 
seven months. Tlie large firms will not 
sell but are holding their goods imtil 
the Rme when they can command bet- 
ter prices. 
The diamond industry at 
Antwerp is at a standstill for the time 
being, practically all of the diamond 
workers having left the 
country. A 
number of these 
are in the 
Belgian 
army, while others are in Amsterdam, 
the Hague and London." 


Hugo Oppenheim, of Oppenheim & 
Strauss, 87 Nassau street, said: 


"When we sailed for Europe, it was 
the general opinion of those connected 
with the trade that they would find the 
market exceptionally low and that we 
would be jible to obtain goods at very 
reasonable prices. 
Such was not the 
case, however, and we were greatly sur- 
prised to fiind the market 
very firm. 
Aside from the buying done by Ameri- 
cans and some Russians, very few sales 
are 1>eing made. No rough is to be ob- 
tained and, as I said before, very few 
finished goods 'are to be had as the 
tendency is for the larger houses to 
hold on to stones they have on hand 
subject to an increase in prices."

in Louisiana. 


Covington, La., March 6.—You who 
worry about grocery bills, rent, lights, 
coal and a thousand and one other in- 
cidentals of the, high cost of living, lis- 
ten to this story of how 
people in 
Louisiana have fought and won. 


A houseboat is their palace and the 
whole world their back 
yard. 
They 
drift hither and thither over the Gulf 
of Mexico and the broad 
rivers and 
bayous of the south and they pay rent 
to no man. 


Seldom 
does 
even a dime 
pasd 
through their hands—yet, they're rich 
and have no worries of the 
average 
man. 


Can you imagine what it means ? 
No rent to worry about, no lights, no 
coal and everything good to eat. 
It's the life ideal. 
Although this .body of people, com- 
monly known as the "holy jumpers," 
has been in existence several years, the 
story of their life and fight , against liv- 
ing just became known the other day. 


A correspondent "discovered" 
them 
in the heart of Covington, an old-time, 
typical southern towai of 1,500 people in 
the famous ozone belt, the health sec- 
tion of Louisiana..^ 


J. R. Lynch, his wife and two chil- 
dren by this time are somewhere alone 
the coast of the Gulf of Mexico near 
Biloxi or Pass Christian. 


They're in a houseboat and 
speedy, 
but home-made, gasoline launch. Lynch 
and his family were the ones "discover- 
ed" in Covington. 


As he prepared loading the 
house- 
boat with provisions. Lynch told the 
story. 


"People don't hear much about us," 
Lynch staged, "because we don't make 
much fuss about what we do. 
"Holy 
rollers' or 'holy jumpers' ain't what we 
should be called, but we can't blame 
people for nicknames. 
Our church is 
our life, our livelihood, our everythin.g. 


'Th^-right name is 'Christ Santifi- 
ed Holiness Church.' Our aim is to live 
as near as possible like Christ would 
have us live. 


"That's why we are leading the sim- 
ple life. In winter we trap and hunt 
and fish. In summer we work harder. 
The fish and game we catch in the win- 
ter are pickled for the summer. Each 
family does a certain work. This win- 


ter we are to catch oysters and shrimp 
along the gulf coast. 
Another family 
will trap muskrats . and the hides wjll 
be swapped for different supplies. Still 
another family will work in the tur- 
pentine camps hereabfiits ar/I so on. In 
that way we get every 
Yiecessity of 
Ufe." 


Lynch was assigned to his task in 
July by the church leaders. 
There are 
about seventy-five families in all. He 
began by getting lumber for a house- 
boat and launch. By working at a saw- 
mill several weeks he earned enough to 
purchase the timber. Instead of taking 
money, however, he took lumber for 
his labor. 


He had a hard time, he said, getting 
an engine suitable for the launch he 
planned to tow the houseboat. Sev-

Nearly all are country folk, but by 
working out the problem of life on a 
system all manage to eat, dress and live 
well. 


Here two years, their strange meth- 
ods of life have attracted unusual iit- 
tention. At first. Lynch explained, the 
people thought them crazy. AVhen they 
worship, they become enthusiastic and 
shout and sing the prayers' and hymns 
of the church. 


Although like an old-time revival and 
camp meeting, the sessions of this 
strange sect have won for them the 
nickname, "hold jumpers." 


Their meetings are open to the pub- 
lic and their hands are closed even in 
church to the almighty dollar, for they 
don't even take up a collection. 


Their church is a home-made, one- 
story affair. The pulpit is a box. the 
floor is grass and sawdust and the 
benches are plain lumber. 


Yet, they are doing something thou- 
sands of educated persons can't do— 
win in the battle against high costs.

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Albanian Most Picturesque 
Personality in All 
Europe Today. 


Washington, D. C., March I.—The in- 
vasion of Servia a few days, ago by cer- 
tain Albanian troops brings that misun- 
derstood little coiintry back upon the 
map of present-moment human interest. 
Al^nian tempers have been souring for 
four hundred years. 
The people of Al- 
bania have been oppressed by the Otto- 
mans, and, yet, they have been loath 
to fight these masters leet they 
fall 
booty to the ambitions of Italy, Aus- 
tria or Servia. 
The Albaniaji feels he 
has no cause to love or trust his neigh- 
bors. 
His peculiarities and his prob- 
lems are pithily explained to Americans 
by Theron J. Damon in a paper pre- 
pared by the National Geographic soci- 
ety. 


"The Albanian," the writer begins, "is 
a European; two thousand years 
and 
more he has lived where he now lives— 
in the fastness of Epirus and Illyria,. 
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across the Adriatic from Italy's heel 
Early in the nineteenth century the Al- 
banians mingled with 
their southern 
neighbors, the Greeks, and were 
the 
backbone of the struggle for Greek inde- 
pendence. 
During the 125 years previ- 
ous to the discovery of America, 
the 
proud republic of Venice held a benevo- 
lent supremacy over the Albanian coaat 
towns, and thus for a century retarded 
the day of Turkish dominion. In 1478; 
the Turks began their overlordship— 
four centuries of 
chicanery, 
broken 
faith and cruelty." 


Following the last successful war of 
the Balkan lands with the Ottoman, Al- 
bania received independent 
statehood. 
Yet the Albanians have been ill-trained 
for the ta«k of making a nation. 
Edu- 
cation is their great need, according to 
Mr. Damon, who points out that the 
waves and impulses of progress have 
failed to reach the Albanian through all 
his history. For a nimiber of yeirs, he 
continues, all classes of the 
people- 
Moslem and Christian alike—have had 
a passionate desire for national educa- 
tion, but, as long as he ruled, the Turk 
fought this desire with all the means 
of a despot. 


Today the Albanian is the most pic- 
turesque personality 
In 
Europe, 
the 
writer says. 
He still practices the ven- 
detta, and now, as in the past, one in 
five of the tnale mountaineers falls a 
sacrifice to the blood feud. To strike a 
person, even inadvertently, is a matter 
for blood revenge. - If the offender him- 
self is not killed, one. of his relatives 
must be the victim, and thus the end- 
less chain is begun. The vendetta may 
be finally bought or "called off," 
Mr. 
Damon says, according to provisions of 
an intricate, unwritten Albanian code. 


A strong national consciousness haa 
awakened among these people aa among 
all of the Balkan peoples,, and the Al- 
banian dreads the future, Mr. Damon 
concludes, because he fears that 
his 
neighbors may succeed in dividing hi« 
lands as the vultures apportion among 
themselves the body of the thirst-weak- 
ened desert victim. Austria may come 
iTom the north of Italy from acrosa 
the water,' or a European 
conferenoe 
might decide to 
bestow the Albanians 
among tHeir neighbora, Bdkmtenegro, Ser- 
via anil Clreeea 


(Editor's note—Capt. Jack Marston, a 
soldier of fortime who has fought with 
rifle and machine gim in practically ev 
ery country on the American continent 
claims to be one of the few disinterested 
white men who really know the inside 
of the present Indian war out in Utah 
Recently he has been living out on the 
desert with the Ute Indians, as a trader 
and explorer. He knows personally near- 
ly all the leaders of the renegade tribe 
who are now at odds Avith the whites 
and he has a few startling things to say 
about the hidden causes of this war.

the Sentinel after his return to Denver 
from Bluff, where he chanced to be when 
the war broke out.)

The earthquake theory has its

Tides are caused by the magnetism 
of thé sun, inoon and planets.

Next in rank is the 
sun, which is farther away than 
many of the planets, but which is of 
vastly greater si^e. As the earth 
turns on Its axis, presenting i Ml- 
ferént si^e to the mooii Ihë itrater 
is pw)|p4 toward thé moon kevèra} 
feet.

When an apple is put on a 
hot stove it shrinks gradually and 
wrinkles ara formed. 


Similarly when the earth began to 
cpoi in its formative stage wrinkles 
beg^n to form. The result was th® 
same although the cause is differ- 
ent. The apple is shrunk by heat 
because the juices are turned to 
gases and escape. Heat causes the 
change. When the earth cooled the 
outside 
crust was 
the 
first 
to 
cool. 
The interior is still sup- 
posed to be intensely hot 
That is 
proven by the hot lava which is shot 
from the bowels of the earth by vol- 
canoes or the hot water spouted up 
by geysers. 
Also it is warmer in 
deep mines than at the surface. 


When the earth cooled on the out- 
side the crust became hard. Molten 
rock takes more 
room than cool 
rock. The interior is still cooling. 
Occasionally gases are spouted out 
in volcanoes. 
At all events the 
earth is shrinking on the inside. 
That makes the outside coat fit bad- 
ly- 


Particles of the hard crust are dis- 
integrated by water pouring into. 
the crust and 
softening the liard 
substance. 
This softening process 
finally causes particles of the crust 
to fall in and the earth is jarred. 
Sometimes these breaks occur rifi^t 
on the surface of the earth. The 
earthquake is then horizontal, caus- 
ing buildings and trees to shake from 
side to side. That was the type of 
the earthquake at San Francisco. 


On the other hand the earthquake 
may take place deep down in the 
earth. Then the tremor is carried to 
the surace and the motion is up and 
down; 
Italy has experienced both 
kinds of earthquakes: In the up and 
down motion rpcks and molten lava 
often are ÙUrled through fissures 
up into the air. 


At the Messina earthquake 
the 
ocean left its bed and ran inland in 
a great tidal wave. It was literally 
hurled from its place. A similar 
earthquake occurred at Lisbon a 
half century ago when the ocean 
poured into the street? of the city. 


Now what causes the piece of the 
earth's crust to drop? The newest 
theory is that it I9 the PUUlug pow- 
er.. pt the sun, moon and. planets. 
They pull the earth a few inches 
out of place and. the whole area, 
falls back. Thé piece of the earth's 
crust would not have moved had it 
not been for a force displacing it at 
the beginning. A weak wall may 
stand for fifty years in the country 
while the same wall would fail when 
the traffic of the city ran by it and 
shook the ground. Snow will s t ^ 
on the side of a mountain indefinite? 
ly. When a hunter fires his shotgun 
the snow will break loose from its 
bonds and we have an avalanche. 
At certain times of the year in parts 
of Norwi^ when the snow hangs in- 
securely on ll^i mountain side the

are the forces which start in motion 
the pieces of earth which have been 
undermined by the shrinking of the 
molten interior. When there is one 
earthquake shock it usually is fol- 
lowed by several others in quick 
succession. That is due to the fall- 
ing body finding insecure lodgment 
in one place and then falling in a 
fey minutes to a place more secure, 
or it may be due to a body falling in 
one place and the fall jarring loose 
a body perhaps 
several 
hundred 
miles away. 


Earthquakes usually 
occur 
la 
mountainous regions. That is due 
to the lines of weakness in 
. 
mountains. Mountains are caused 
by the wrinkling of the earth's crust 
along those lines. Some few moun- 
tains are built up from volcanoes, 
but the volcanoes follow the lines 
of least resistance and spout out 
where there already are cracks in 
the earth's surface. 


When 
the interior 
shrinks the 
crust has to fold just like the skin 
of the apple wrinkles so the skin 
can follow the interior. The moun- 
tains do not look very big when the 
whole earth is considered. 
The 
highest mountains are only a little 
over five miles high. That is insig- 
nificant when the entire earth is 
coissidered. It is not as high as the 
size of the wriulcle on an apple in 
proportion. 


That there are earthquake seasons 
is generally recognized by all peo- 
ple. 
Californians expect 
earth- 
quakes between January 1 and June 
1. These shocks uauaUy 
mild, 
but they are more pronounced the 
first five months of the year. They 
come at other times of thé year, but 
are not expected so much then. 
Italy, too, expects her 
hardest 
shocks the first four months of the 
year. 


The sun is'about 3,000,000 toiles 
nearer the earth in winter' than in 
summer. That sounda like a big 
mistake, but when we consider that 
summer in the southern hemisphere 
comes at a tíimé when we have our 
Jointer It can readily be seen that 
summer and néárúéss of the sun 
have nothini to do with cach other. 


í^érhaps otl|ér jilànêts are in posi- 
tion to exert their influence on thé 
¿árth at certain timps of the yéar 
» than at others. If that Is true we 
can readily sea that the scientists 
who hold to the theory that planeta 
affect the earthquakes have some- 
thing definite on which to base their 
claims. 


There probably is nothing more 
terrorising than a violent 
earth- 
quake 
shock. I was In liayfiéld. 
Cal., near to Leland Stanford Ünl- 
versity when the earthquake Shock 
was felt there at the time d| the 
earthquake and fire of San Frittr 
cisco. I rushed from the houle aS 
fast as I could, hut as I tan I irli 
thrown to the floor th^e tlmfil. 
When I reached the outer door I 
could not pull it open for some tlipf 
because the house bent IMMok and 
forth and kept the door caught in 
the lintels.

"In the square of Avezzano" Cap- 
tain Vettori said at the time. "I saw 
a father place the bodies of his wife, 
three sons and three daughters. 1 
think that was the saddest incident 
I ever have seen. One little boy 
stood beside the father as he ar- 
ranged the bodies. The child seemed 
not to realize what had happened. 
This man, so terribly afflicted, stared 
vacantly at those 
who 
spoke to 
him." 


Scores of survivors w ere half 
starving before food arrived from 
outside, although under the walls of 
Prince Tortoni's granary there were 
dne hundred thousand bushels of 
wheat 


A correspondent 
going about at 
night with two soldiers 
bearing 
torches, came across the bodies of a 
family of seven, father, mother and 
five children. There was a ghastly 
row of more than one hundred lying 
near the splendid villa of Prince 
Tortoni, in which were found the 
bodies of thirty-two domestics and 
employes on his estate. Neither the 
prince nor any member of his fam- 
ily was in the great country house 
which was destroyed. 


There were thirty-two schoolmas- 
ters in Avezzano before the earth- 
quake and only four survived, whilf 
only one of the sixteen schoolmis- 
tresses is living. All the professors 
are dead. 


Churches with massive walls, the 
'ancient castle of Orsini, new struc- 
tural steel and brick business blocks 
all were leveled by the earthquake 
which lasted only thirty seconds. 
The castle of Orsini was used as an 
administrative 
building. 
Twelve 
gendarmes 
happened 
to be in 
thé guardroom 
when the earth 
rooked. Eleven were killed and the 
twelfth was injured. 


Some of the rescues are regarded 
as almost miraculous. In Avezzano 
one entire family composed of father 
and mother, three daughters and a 
son, were extricated alive from the 
ruins of their home. 


Tenement houses in the Testaccio. 
quarter of this city, cracked by the 
earthquake, have been vacated by 
their tenants, who feared the build- 
ings would collapse. These people 
have established a camp in a neigh- 
boring square. 


Most of the dead in Ortucchlo ar« 
women 
and 
children 
who wert 
buried under «the ruins of a church 
which afterward took flre from 
small earthen brasiers which women 
here carÎ7 to 
keep them warm. 
Many of thbsé buried were burned 
to death, despite frantic efforta 
made by survivors to save them.

While humanitarian writers have 
>colded about the prison conditions 


the country and have objected to 
Ihe system of -wallins State prison- 
ITB Into a closed area and patrolling 
ihe top of the wall with an armed 
fuard, the truth is that no one has 
Vet devised a scheme for holding in 
check the real bad "yegg" man with- 
out walls. The amateur, who is sent 
to prison for his first crime probably 
would serve his sentence out In most 
any kind of a jail, but the real yegg 
Is a hard man to hold. 


Sheriffs 
in 
chargc 
of 
shacky 
county jails realize that fact 
too 
well. 
The average county jail is not 
strong enough to hold a bad yegg 
man, and the yegg man is at an ad- 
vantage because he makes it a busi- 
ness to break jails when he Is locked 
tip just, as well as he makes it a 
business to break safes 
or break 
heads of men who get in his way. On 
the other hand the Sheriff is elected 
for a few years and he goes out of 
office to make room for a new Sher- 
Sff who knows practically 
nothing 
about the 
tricks of the 
yeggmen. 
The Sheriff usually has been a good 
iarmer or aigood grocer, but he rare- 
ly has had experience in capturing 
and locking up criminals. 


In the large cities there usually 
is a trained police force and 
the 
cities usually provide 
better lock- 
ups for their prisoners than in the 
•country. 
The 
ease 
with 
which 
trained men escape jails 
was re- 
vealed when John Blair, alias Frank 
Hayden, alias St. Louis Cliff, alias 
several other names broke out of 
the county jail at Blair. Neb., where 
h e was locked 
up after 
seriously 
woundhig a 
brakeman on a train 
where he was stealing a ride. 


Blair sawed his way out of the 
jail and escaped to the country. 
As 
ho ran he. was followed by the Sher- 
iff, 
who rode up boldly to retake 
his prisoner. 
Suddenly Blair turned 
and shot twice. That was a surprise 
for the Sheriff for he did not even 
known Blair was armed. How Blair 
could escape from a 
prison fully 
armed could be explained 
only by 
the theory that a. woman had smug- 
irled.the weapons and a file to him. 


Then It was remembered that a 
woman had visited Blair In jail. 
A 
deputy was present as she chatted 
with Blalr, but he did not see her 
pass him any weapons or files. 


Investigation of 
Blair's 
record 
showed that several years ago he 
had almost escaped from the Sher- 
iff of Buchanan County, Mo., by us- 
ing a pair of. files. He had almost 
yawed his way through 
the 
bars 
l7hen, discovered. 
Then it was re- 


membered Blair had talked with 
a 
woman a few days before the filed 
bars were dlscbvered. 


An effort was made at the time to 
find the woman, but the efforts were 
unsuccessful. 
Blalr was 
convicted 
and sent to the penitentiary. 
When 
he got out last fall a series of safe 
blowings followed. 
First 
a 
safe 
would be blown in one city and then 
in another through the Middle West. 
Blalr was blamed for the blowing of 
the safes because,the "job" seemed 
to be just like the job he 
did 
in 
Buchanan County, for which he was 
sent to the penitentiary. 


Several times when the safes were 
blown there was evidence a woman 
had been present. 
At one 
time a 
saloon safe was blown. 
A woman's 
comb v/as found 
beside 
the 
safe 
showing she had been present. Later 
a theater safe was blown. 
Police 
remembered that a heavily 
veiled 
woman had been seen sitting in an 
automobile near the theater 
the 
night before. 
She was sitting there 
after the theater had closed and the 
police thought she was simply wait- 
ing for someone. 
SHE WAS IX)OKOT7T 
FOR SAiT] BLOWER. 


The woman was doing more than 
waiting. 
She was lookout for the 
man who was blowing the safe In- 
side the theater. The next day the 
safe was reported blown and the 
money was taken. Then the police 
began to hunt for the veiled Wonrf- 
an. She was a good dresser and the 
police had supposed she was a so- 
ciety woman who had attended the 
theater and was waiting in the ma- 
chine while her husband had gone 
to get auto repairs or was on some 
similar errand. 


Had 
the police 
questioned 
the 
woman she would have had seme 
explanation 
on 
the 
end 
of 
her 
tongue which the police would have 
accepted. 
Police are careful about 
arresting 
v/omen 
In 
automobiles. 
That is especially true when they 
are minding their own business aa 
this woman apparently was doing. 
Had they arrested her and found 
later she belonged to one of the 
leading social families of the city 
it would 
have made trouble for 
them. Social leaders object to be- 
ing arrested or bothered and a pa- 
trolman who tries it gets In trouble 
for his pains. Besides, why should 
a policeman bother a woman who 
is doing nothing but minding her 
own business. 


If the patrolmen had gone into 
theater there would have been an 
innocent whistle from the woman 
in the machine. 
The man 
Inside 
would have been warned and 
he 
could have escaped. When he was 
ready to blow his safe ¡he probably 
communicated with the woman out- 
side in one of the many ways known 
to the underworld. If she gave the 
word the coast was clear he set the 
fiise, blew open the door, took the 
contents and quickly 
disappeared. 


The woman in her machine would 
have taken him to a place of safety 
quickly. As the machine was hired 


or stolen they 
could abandon 
It 
without loss of anything. At that 
time of the night It is difflcult for 
a loser of a stolen machine to find 
it and the bandits woiild be fairly 
safe riding through the city streets 
with it. Usually a machine stolen 


at night is not reported stolen un- 
til the owner wakes up the next 
day and finds It Is gone. 


When it was discovered the safe 
was blown the police said they be- 
lieved the job was done by Blair. 
It looked like his work and word 
was sent out for his capture. In the 
meantime he was captured In Oma- 
ha as a fugitive from justice from 
Blair, Neb. When It was learned a 
woman 
had freed him from the 
County Jail there a query was sent 
all over the country for the arrest 
of the woman , companion. 


Several women were 
questioned 
about 
the affair. 
None of 
them 
could be connected up aa the part- 
ner of Blair. Notrlous women pick- 
pockets and 
women hoboes were 
arrested, but all prove_d an alibi.

In 
the same old way, she is not going to 
get much fun out of it, but let her try 
a new dish now and then, or make fre- 
quent experiments

These same 
people can see in Germany a wish 
to colonite South America and vio- 
late the Monroe 
Doctrine.

Suppose America should declare 
war on Japan tomorrow, and Mexi- 
co, anxious to get revenge for what 
we did at Vera Cruz should join the 
Japanese as allies. Suppose that 
Germany and England had conclud- 
ed peace and England decided to 
cast her lot with Japan. Never In 
the history of Great Britain has she 
had such an enormous army as she 
has now. 


England probably has 1,500,000 
men available for foreign military 
service, counting her territorials 
and soldiers at home. Japan could 
throw another million into the bal- 
ance. 
In case Mexico was united 
and her soldiers would fight with 
the allies she could furnish 500,000 
more soldiers trained to her style 
" of fighting. At a rough guess that 
would make a possible army of 
3,000,000 men fighting our mobile 
field army of 25,000. 


But here is our advantage, the 
allies would first have to defeat our 
fleet. Until that was done we could 
harass the shipment of troops to 
Mexico and Canada. We would have 
little difficulty in beating back the 
Mexican 
soldiers. 
There 
is no 
doubt but that we could put up a 
fight on the sea almost as good aa 
Germany. 
Possibly 
we could do 
better. 


Our chief of staff. Gen. Hugh L. 
Scott, would in the mean time be 
training an army of volunteers. If 
our nation were hard pressed there 
is no doubt but we could muster 
1,000,000 men in ten dayp. Two mil- 
lion more could be mustered long 
before the guns were ready. Then 
we would stand on the defensive to 
béat 
back 
the oncoming hordes. 
Supposing that at the end of six 
months our navy had been annihilat- 
ed and we had not. made any move 
to invade Canada or Mexico to guard 
the seaports. 
^ But here a second problem would 
confront the allies. 
It would take 
them ' another 
six months to get 
their army across the water if ev- 
erything waa in their favor. To do 
that they would have to gettali the 
available tranaporta in the world.

The ocean is our best line of de- 
fense. 


If conditions were possible for a 
war with Japan. England and Mexi- 
co as allies, and if our navy should 
be annihilated 
in six months it 
would leave our country in a sadly 
weakened condition. If our fleet 
could be destroyed the enemy could 
bombard our coast cities and lay 
waste the coasts, but it could not in- 
vade the interior. American ma- 
rines shot Mexicans for sniping our 
soldiers at Vera Cruz, but if an in- 
vader penetrated this country 
we 
would 
snipe, 
too. 
History 
has 
shown it is impossible to invade a 
large nation 
which is anywhere 
nearly the equal of the invader. Rus- 
sia has never been penetrated by an 
enemy for any great distance. The 
North penetrated the South during 
the Civil War because the North had 
an overwhelming force. 


Even an uncivilized country could 
resist invasion for many years. 
It 
has been only recently that the In- 
dians have submitted to the rule of 
the white 
man. The Boer War 
dragged out for many months, al- 
though the countries subdued were 
small and much inferior to the Brit- 
ish in resources. If the Boers with 
their small resources could hold out 
for so long it is reasonable to as- 
sume that the United States could 
hold out forever against a much 
larger invader. To subdue the Unit- 
ed States would require millions of 
trained 
soldiers. 
It would then 
take millions more to keep the peo- 
ple subdued. 


But this country does not propose 
to risk such wasteful defense. That 
is why Congressmen have become 
alarmed about the national defense. 
They do not want the coaat citiea to 
be ravaged. 
In other words they 
want to give General Scott a chance 
to defend the country from deatruc- 
tive foreign ahipa. abould occasion 
ariae. 


Secretary Gerrlaon propoaea nn 
Mtmy of 360.000 men In tlie first Uiw 


vasion of the United States proper 
although we would have to depend 
on a navy to defend the Philippines, 
Hawaii and other insular posses- 
sions. 


The enlisted force of the United 
States is now 86,000 men with about 
5,000 officers of all ranks. The army 
is scattered in the Philippines, Alas- 
ka, Porto Rico, Hawaii and in the 
posts 
within 
the 
United States. 
Only 25,000 men are in the United 
States proper. 


Of the National Guardsmen there 
are 118,000 men anti 9,000 officers. 
Garrison says some of these guards 
are efficient, others fairly efficient 
and others absolutely inefficient and 
undisciplined. In addition there are 
many young men receiving instruc- 
tion in the state 
universities and 
military schools.

Secretary Garrison points to the 
lack of ammunition for the guns in 
our 
coast 
defense. 
He said the 
forts have enough 
ammunition to 
last for thirty or forty minutes. The 
nation is figuring it could make 
more before we went into war. The 
greatest need in America just now 
is officers. It always has been the 
need in an American war. Because 
of the probability of a military hero 
running for President, the party in 
power is always in fear the opposi- 
tion is going to play politics and 
very frequently plays politics itself. 


When a man is placed at the head 
of an army his politics quite fre- 
quently is the determining factor. 
That military heroes are frequently 
made presidents is plainly shown by 
running down the list of our Presi- 
dents. Washington was the hero of 
the Revolution. 
Andrew Jackson 
and William Henry Harrison played 
an 
important part in the war of 
1812. Zachary Taylor was the hero 
of the Mexican war. After the Civil 
War. Grant, Hayes. Garfield and

An army officer 
should be a specialist in his line, 
while a statesman should be a 8i>e- 
cialist in his line. 
Take our own

Scott's record chiefly has been 
that of an Indian fighter. 


Graduated 
from West 
Point in 
1879 Scott was assigned to the car- 
airy as an officer. He campaigned 
against the Blackfeet, the Sioux and 
several tribes of the Northweat. He 
fought the Indians so well they ad- 
mired 
him and 
when he ~ talked 
peace to them they were glad to lla- 
ten. How this man. trained to war, 
became the greatest 
peacemaker 
the frontier has ever known, came 
about through his wish to leam.

Scott wanted to leam something ao 
he|learned Indian languages.

Imagine, if you can, a spider-butter- 
fly.

This terrible fact has its representa- 
tion in literature. Hawthorne pictures 
Roderick Elliston carrying in his bosom 
an enormous, green snake, icy cold tlie 
entire length of its body, carrying the 
deadliest poison in its sting. 


It ate into and absorbed his very be- 
ing; it stung him when he thought of 
his brother's good qualities; it gave him 
pleasure Tphen calamity and misfortune 
Dverttwk a friend; it gave him supernat- 
ural i n s i s t into the deepest faults of 
others, aiid took supreme delight in ex- 
posing- thétíe. 


It turned his face into a sickly green, 
mini^ing with a natural deadly white; 


same name -with nianner and voice won 
drously li? ^ his own. 


This d'^ble dogged 
his 
footsteps 
thwarted^ evil purposes, dashed the cup 
from his , lips, intruded upon every temp 
tation 
(-srith uplifted finger of warning 
iwid pi /ading voice. Finally, tormented 
and Í ^stracted by the impertinent in 
trusi yn, he dreAV a rapier and thrust his 
geni is double through, when the dying 
bet-'^r self uttered these terrible words: 
" Henceforth art thou also dead—dead 
to the world, dead to heaven, dead to 
/ipe, dead to purity, dead to God. In 
I /i-a thou didst exist, thou hast murder- 
ed thyself." 


All of this is in full accord 
with 
Paul's powerful picture of the moral de- 
generation of a soul divided against it- 
self. 
But after all has been read and 
laid aside, we must turn to Stevenson 
as the one who has given us the most 
dramatic, the most powerful and the 
most terrible commentary on the sev- 
enth and eighth chapters of Romans. 


In his strange story of Dr. Jekyll 
and Mr. Hyde he pictures Dr. Jekyll 
as a man, pure in his life, of high ideals, 
loving and kind, %vith generous smpya- 
thies and wide charities, who in 'his 
scientific investigations in his labora- 
tory one day discovered a di-xig, which 
when taken, dissolved his better self 
and released the vile, mean, lower na- 
ture. 


When he drank the drug Dr. Jekyll, 
tho noble, pure, kind person, faded like 
the breath on the mirror. 
The brute 
in him took the reins of life and drove 
like Jehu. The angel in him retired, the 
devil took the stage, his body shrank 
and shrivelled to fit the shrunken soul. 


"V^Hien in the person of this brutish 
dwwf he indulged with sinful glee and 
delight in outrageous things which he 
would not for his right arm do when 
he was Dr. Jekyll. 


He would outrage virtue and the de- 
cencies of society, and when the police 
wore on his trail would dash into hia 
laboratory, drink the dinig and in the 
twinkling of an eye cluinge into the re- 
fined, gentle, kind and 
virtuous 
Dr. 
Jekyll. 


He gave this vile loAver self a name- 
Mr. Hyde. He slanted his handwriting 
backward, gave ifr. Hyde a handwrit- 
ing of his own. He opened a bank ac- 
count for jNIr. Hyde, made him a real 
person, as real as Dr. Jekyll. For a long 
time he lived a double life, switching 
from Jelcyll to Ilyde 
and 
Hyde 
to 
Jekyll. The drug liad no discriminating 
action, would change Hyde to Jekyll 
as easily as Jekyll to Ilvde. 
It Avas 
the person taking tlie di'ug who deter- 
mined which it would be. 


One thing T note; every 
time 
Dr. 
Jekyll used the drtig to release Hyde, 
Mr. Hyde grew stronger, until' a day 
came whoJi Hyde became stronger than 
Jekyll, and he found himself turning 
into Hyde automatically, without using 
the drug. 
Life became unbearable, and 
tho heart-sickening story ends in the 
victory of hell a« Mr. Hyde diea.

II Comtessa di 
Centanini Tells of Man 
in Paris Who Predict- 
ed European Conflict 
Six Months Before 
It Came and Gave 
as His Reason '"The 
Great Social 
Unrest." 


Six months Tjefore t h e great war 
"iroke out in Europe an American 
ft Paris said to II Comtessa di Cen- 
tanini in a tone of alarm, "Madame, 
Europe is dance mad." 


"Yes," said slie, "so is the United 
States. 
What of it?". 
_ "Madame," 
he 
staid. 
"History 
teaches us tiiat such -wild epidem- 
ics and orgies of dancing are al- 
ways followed 
by 
great 
wars. 
Dancing has something to do with 
war. 
The 
savage 
tribes always 
danced before going into 
battle. 
The Druids had their war 
dances 
before taking to the war 
trails. 
Our American Indians put on wnr 
paint 
and 
danced 
before 
they 
planned 
to scalp 
their 
enemies. 
Indian dancing was a part of their 
worship. 
It corresponded to 
the 
Kaying of prayers in the churches 
of the Europeans before the troops 
went to battle. 
Wliy the 
expres- 
sion of religious 
enthusiasm took 
the form of dancing I cannot say. 
but it did. 
Dancing is always the 
?ign of great social unrest. 
When 
^•ou have great social unrest 
you 
have war. 


"Madame, I fear war. It is com- 
ing to the United States. It is com- 
ing to Europe. 
It is 
bound 
to 
come to one 
or 
the other 
first, 
f h e r e is a chance t h a t the United 
States may avert war, but it is only 
% chance if the United States will 
fake a lesson and change its ways. 
I repeat it again, when 
you have 
great social and domestic 
unrest 
you are not far from chaos. I think 
the United States is not f a r from 
ihaos." 


The countess did not pay much 
attention to the agitation 
of 
the 
American, but now that Europe is 
steeped in war she has 
changed 
her views. She is now in the United 


States and while she lias not dl- 
\-ulged the name of the 
earnest 
American v.'ho forecast the 
Euro- 
pean war 
six 
months 
before it 
came she would save 
the 
United 
States f r o m a similar calamity and 
is speaking his warnings. 


The countess, before her 
mar- 
riage to the Frenchman, 
was an 
American 
girl, Josephine 
Ludwig. 
She naturally hopes 
the 
forecast 
for the land of her birth will not 
come true. 


"I am sure the man had no In- 
side glimpse of 
the 
secrets 
of 
state," 
says 
the 
countess. 
"He 
merely made an assertion based on 
fact. 
He pointed out to me 
the 
facts of history as they 
came in 
rapid 
succession. 
First 
there 
is 
wildness. 
Then there is war. 
It 
seems to be a natural law, just as 
natural as the law that if a n y man 
does anything to excess he 
must 
suffer the consequences. 


"Now that his words have come 
true I recognize the fact and rec- 
ognize that the American 
people 
are drifting to where they cannot 
return. The people have gone from 
one dance to another with reckless 
abandon. 
They have danced wild 
and 
wilder 
dances 
and 
have 
reached the extreme." 


History ehows that when 
the 
pendulum swings too f a r in one di- 
rection it must swing back. 
Us- 
ually 
the swing 
back 
is

panied with war. 
Yet it may be 
that war has nothing to do with the 
swinging of the pendulum. 
There 
have been so many wars in the his- 
tory of man that the swinging of

WAR HAS BIyESSIXGS, 
SAYS COUNTESS. 


Coming from within 
fifty 
miles 


of Solssons. where the most desper- 
ate flgbtlns of tbe war Is at present 
taking place, the Countess, a wom- 
an of 'excessive feeling and 
great 
facility 
of 
dramatic 
expression, 
speaks of the war and its efCects 
"With a n Intimate Intensity that la 
most vitalizing and Impressive. 


She resides 
In 
Paris. 
All her 
prpperty Is In France. 
She was at 
h e r uummer home In Brittany when 
war was declared. 
She resided in 
Paris for three months prior 
to 
leaving for the United States two 
weeks ago. 
Her father. Dr. liud- 
wig, was a German, b o m In Munich, 
and her mother w a s Miss Gautier, 
daughter of ^ one o f tlie old French 
families of America. 


The Countess has original 
and 
positive ideas of the war and its ef- 
fects. 
Oddly, she does not 
sub- 
scribe to the common American be- 
lief that w a r is in Itself 
terrible 
and without compensations. 


"I firmly believe," she said, "that 
this awful war will have many ex- 
cellent effects. 


"It will cleanse Europe. 
That it 
will level and fill up the chasm that 
h a s existed between rich and poor, 
inordinate luxury and mean 
pov- 
erty, between Christians and antl- 
Christlans, 
between 
class 
and 
class. 


"Prance was in a terrible condi- 
tion before the war. 
Every 
one 
seemed to be at every one else's 
throat. 
There were " scandals 
in 
government, scandals in the army, 
scandals In the Cabinet: the rich 
were too rich, the p6or too poor; 
the employe was against the em- 
ployer, ^Jhurch against state, order 
against order, man against man— 
the entire French nation had al- 
most reached chaos. 


"Comes the war, and the French 
are one, brothers all, where before 
there were only enemies. 


"As for the Trench women, oh, I 
am utterly unable to express my 
admiration of them. 
They are the 
most wonderful things in the world. 


"Americans say they 
pity 
the 
women in this war. 
They need not. 
French women and, I am sure, Ger- 
man, English, Austrian and 
Rus- 
sian women, are ever so much hap- 
pier and more contented than the 
rich, 
idle, 
restless, 
luxury-loving 
women I have seen in New York. 


"In Paris I was edified, in 
New 
Tork I was horrified, by the women. 


"In Paris the woipen seemed to 
be content to -have made tremen- 
dous sacrifices'. 
Their faces 
are 
pale, serene, placid. 
In New York 
the rich women are unhappy; dis- 
content is written on their faces, 
misery is expressed in their speech. 
The women of Paris are working 


for their soldier» In t h e freíd: th« 
women of New York seem to 
'working' their soldiers In the marC 
of mammon. 
I saw and met hun< 
dreds of women in New York, 
restless, homeless, rich. luxurious 
idle, discontented. 
They 
are 
al 
tired of New York, of America, o 
their husbands and of Hfe.

all want to go to Europe. 
The* 
think 
Europe 
may 
supply 
Ihent 
with some thrills. 
They have ex« 
hausted the thrills of the opera, t h i 
dansant, the restaurant, the'motor 
car, of clothes, cocktails, wines and 
food. 
WOIHEBT OF WAR 
ZONE A B E HAPPT. 


"Tlie women of Europe are nof 
unhappy; the rich, women of Amen 
ica surely are. 


"It was so in Europe before thil 
war. 
The rich Europeans were a< 
unhapp3*. as restless, as misembl« 
as they are in New York. They wer«, 
rushing about seeking contentment 
In dancing, drinking, motoring, love* 
making. 
The war has changed all 
that European women are a t least 
contcnt. 
It is beautiful, ennoblinir 
to see the women of France send 
sons and husbands and brothers to 
tire war. Not a tear falls, not an eye 
blinks, not a lip quivers as 
thejr 
bind on the armor of their men and 
gird their swords. 
It may be dif- 
ferent when they reach the seclu- 
sion of their own chambers. 
Be- 
fore their men they are all Jeanne 
d'Arcs. 
I speak only of the women, 
of France. 
I have seen only them. 
But I am. sure the same applies to 
the women of Germany, of England 
and of other warring countries. 


"I think the menace of Idle, rlcJi. 
discontented woman to the. United 
States is greater than the menace of 
war is to any Europeon countxyu 


I t is also beautiful to see thei con- 
sideration and courtesy with which 
the French treat their prisoners of 
war. 
On the island where I lived, 
off the coast of Brittany, were sev- 
eral German officers who had been 
taken prisoners. If any person spoka 
harshly of them. you were sure to 
find others who said. «Poor fellows, 
they seem to be charming men, Just 
like our own boys. 
It Is not their 
fault that their country la at war 
with ours.' Then they invite them 
motoring or to tea and really lova 
them. 


"The French are a most forglTin* 
people. 
They hold no rancor and 
they will hold none after this war is 
over. I think that the other peoples 
are just the same. 
French soldiers 
returning 
from 
German 
prisons, 
spoke very kindly of their foes and 
of the treatment given them. 


"The war levels all men. The mul- 
ti-millionaire is no better than th* 
street arab. 
They are all brothers. 
Too great riches, too great ease, too 
great prosperity, not war, are tha 
crudest things that can befall peo- 
ple. 
When 
you 
oppose to 
tlies^ 
things too great poverty you havé 
hades. 


FAMOUS MASON AND DIXON LINE WAS SURVEYED IN 1763 TO ESTABLISH BOUNDARY OF TWO 


In 1768, 152 years ago. two En- 
Klish surveyors, Charles Masmn and 
Jeremiah .Dixon, began the survey 
of what came to be known as the 
Mason and. Dixon line between the 
States , of . Pennsylvania and Mary- 
land. 
This line afterward became 
ftunous 
as tiie supposed boundary 
between the North and the 
South. 
or'tMtween the frea and the slave- 
holdinr States. 


The line was surveyed at the In- 
stance of William Penn and ° Lord 
Baltimore. The'surveyors were three 
years in making the ..suryey from 
the northeast ^corner to the foot of 
Savage Mountain. In 1767 the work 
was finished from the latter point 
to Virginia, now West Virginia. The 
line is said to have cost 1800,000 
and 
the 
surveyors 
employed 
an 
army of 100 axmea and a 
road 


thirty f « t wide was. cot' throughv 
the dense forest 


A: mixture of^sand and'limiB stones, 
of li^ht, b r b w n - g r a ^ h : cOlor.' wáa 
broüirht oyerJrom' England to mark 
the line, and these stones wera.aet 
up at intervals .o£,¿ mile 'wherever 
it was possible to erect them;

How are young men 
to 
become 
farmers? 
Why do youns men seek 
pestions a t salaries rather than en- 
gage in business, such as farming, 
Which requires capital ? How is farm- 
ing, to be made a continuous com- 
raeivlal 
enterprise like manufacturing, 
transportation, or banking? 
One of 
the leading furniture stores in San 
Francisco was organized in the ilfties. 
How many farms anywhere in 
the 
United States have been under con- 
tinuous management during the same 
period? 


One of the principal subjects of dis- 
cussion at present is that of farm 
credit. 
How is this to be made to 
apply to the man who most needs it? 
How Is a young man of twenty-one 
years of age to obtain farm credit? 


Seven years ago a man came to 
California and Invested $20,000 in a 
section of land and its improvements. 
He. still owns the land and its im- 
provements. 
I drove some distance to 
meet this man. 
I found him working 
in a sawmill at day's labor. 
We sat 
down on a log and talked it over. 
We 
agreed that the best and about the 
only product that could be econom- 
ically shipped out of his valley was 
butter fat. He said they were talking 
of starting a co-operative creamery. 
There •rt^ere two hundred cows in the 
valley. 
The farmers were saving their 
heifer Calves. 
When they had three 
hundred cows they expected to make 
a start. 
I said, "You should have five 
hundred cows." 
'-Yes," he said, "it 
would be better." 
(He had been the 
manager of a creamery in Iowa and 
understood the business thoroughly.) 
"The farmers wquld be willing to buy 
the cows, but there is only one bank 
In this county which will lend 
the 
farmers money to buy cows, and It 
chargés ten per cent." 


I returned to the railway station, 
took the train to the town said to con- 
tain the only bank in the county that 
would lend the farmer money to buy 
cows, and Introduced myself to the 
caJhiër of the bank. "Is it true," I said, 
"that you will lend money to farmers to 
buy cows?" "Under certain conditions," 
he said. 
"What rate of interest do you 
charge?" 
"Ten per cent." 


I wish to say at this time that I have 
no criticism to make of that cashier 
or of that bank. 
I cite the incident to 
ihow that a real problem exists here 
at our door. 
It also has a bearing on 
What I shall propose later. 


Every young man Is born into this 
world with no resources. 
His prin- 
cipal assets are honesty and ability to 
work. 
Pew are born with a silver 
•poon or with a gold ladle in their 
mouth.

money relatively few inherit it at or 
before twenty-one yéars of age.

er's farm, because the farmer is there. 


HOW CAN A YOUNG MAN BECOME A FARMER? 


The Young Men Md Young Women Who Are to Occupy Our Farm Homes Should Be the Special Concern of the State 
and the United States Departments of Agriculture—Anything Which Tends to Make Family Life Successful 


in the Open Country Lends Not Only Wealth But Welfare to the Nation.

Those 
who 
take 
charge 
of 
land 
through inheritance usually are re- 
quired to assume obligations to other 
heirs Thus the young man who thinks 
of farming is brought face to 
^ c e 
with the question 
of capital. 
The 
average young man of brains and ed- 
ucation has before him the alterna- 
tive of accepting a salary of $500 to 
$1,000 a year or assuming a debt of 
$5.000 to $10,000. 


A generation ago conditions were 
ver>- different. With a few. dollars to 
invest In teams and tools a man could 
homestead 
one 
hundred 
and 
sixty 
acres of land, and often pay for his 
whole Investment out of the first crop. 
To be .«iure, the conditions were primi- 
tive. 
Improvements had later to be 
made at considerable expense. 
These 
improvements 
are now made. 
The 
next generation 
to enter upon 
the 
farms must have the capital to pay 
for the improvements and the rise In 
ground rental. 
Less than a generation 
ago, an Englishman took up some ten 
thousand acres of land in the San 
Joaquin 
Valley. 
The 
Univei-sity 
of 
California hajs obtained fifty-four hun- 
dred acres by the gift of Mr. Kear- 
ney. 
Much of it rents for fifteen dol- 
lars a year cash rent. 
I do not know 
what Mr. Kearney paid for this land, 
but It Is a safe guess that he got a 
title in fee simple for less than fifteen 
dollars per acre. 
The extensive and 
expensive Improvements he put on this 
land have raised its value. 
A new 
generation must pay the new price to 
acquire this or similar land. 
This.is 
the real reason why the subject of 
farm credit has assumed national im- 
portance. 
Speaking broadly, it is not 
the man of forty-five that needs farm 
credit. 
It is the man of twenty-five 
that needs It. 
It Is doubtful whether 
the kind of farm credit I am about to 
propose should be given to any man 
over thirty fears of age. 


Most of the business of the world 
is conducted on credit. 
All the great 
business undertakings require credit. 
More than 
fifty\thousand 
people, more 
than half of them women, have in 
effect loaned money to a single rail- 
road company. 
Technically they are 
stockholders. 
Virtually It amounts to 
a loan. 
Farming is different only In 
requiring refinancing at more frequent 
intervals through young men who in 
the nature of the case can have little 
credit. 
It is this lack of credit that 
forces them into wage-earning occu- 
pations. 
It Is this lack of credit that 
prevents 
those 
who 
do 
undertake 
farming from putting Into it the capi-

tal needed 
to get the best resulfe. 
Every generation is going to find it 
more difficult to till the soil properly, 
unless 
some 
workable 
method 
of 
financing 
the land can be found. 


Shortly before his death, while tes- 
tifying before a congressional 
com- 
mittee, J. Plerpont Morgan startled 
his countrymen by announcing that 
he considered character to be the 
chief 
security. 
He 
said - h e 
had 
loaned as high as a million dollars 
to a 
single 
man 
on 
this 
security 
alone. 
When the various systems of 
European co-operative banl<s or credit 
associations 
are 
a||alyzed 
they 
are 
found to be all based upon a few 
common features, namely, character, 
supervision, and 
helpfulness. 
Wal- 
lace and Wilson state it thus: 


"These are found mainly 
among 
the poorest of the poor, in sections 
where it would be hard to find an 
individual who could be entitled to 
credit at any bank. 
They are simply 
associations of farniers of the highest 
character—for they have no 
credit 


except for Integrity. 
They 
borrow 
money at three per cent and loan it 
out to themselves at about four per 
cent, for productive 
purposes 
only 
and subject to a raperrlslon by a com- 
mittee *of the association. 
The two 
features 
that 
characterise 
these 
credit associations are unlimited lia- 
bility and supervision. 
Bach member 
Is liable for the debts of the associa- 
tion; and a committee of the associa- 
tion 
determines 
whether 
the 
pro- 
posed borrower wishes to borrow for 
productive purposes, sees to It that 
he purchases wisely, and that he pro- 
ceeds properly with the animal or th« 
thing purchased with the borrowed 
money. 
For example. If it is pro- 
posed to buy a cow, the committee 
determines, whether he needs a cow, 
then sees that he makes a good pur- 
chase and then that he cares for the 
cow properly." 


It is my opinion that if we are to 
inaugurate 
a 
successful system 
of 
farm credit, we should try to forgot 
the 
methods 
employed 
by 
credit 


araoolatlons 
in 
Europe. 
What 
we 
should do is to try to comprehend 
the principles employed and seek to 
adapt them to American ideals, cus- 
toms, and governmental methods. 


What is wanted Is some method by 
which yoiing men who wish to be- 
come farmers may offer evidence of 
ability, t h r i f t and character. 
There 
Is wanted soma guarantee that the 
money will be used for productive 
purposes 
and 
sufficient 
supervision 
to determine that the money will be 
wisely expended. 


What is needed Is some basis on 
which educated, hard-working, 
hon- 
est young men between the ages of 
twenty-one and thirty may obtain a 
reasonable 
capital 
with 
which 
to 
make a home in the open country. 
What is needed is some method of re- 
placing the opportunity which for- 
merly existed under the Homestead 
Act. 


No young man can obtain employ- 
ment in the government service with- 
out passing a civil service examina- 


tion. 
No person can teach in the 
public Bohool without a teacher's cer- 
tificate. 
No physician or pharmacist 
may practice his profession unless he 
shows a certain technical knowledge. 
No man can occupy the jmlplt without 
demonstrating his fitness. 


Suppose a young man could pass 
• n examination in agriculture, 
sup- 
pose he could present evidence of 
practical farm experience, suppose he 
had 
actually 
earned 
and 
saved 
a 
glTrett amount of money, suppose he 
had a 
reputation 
for honesty 
and 
good habits, why should not the State 
lend him money on terms similar to 
those on which the State now keeps 
six 
million 
dollars 
on 
deposit 
In 
banks, or why should not the United 
State* loan 
Its postal 
deposits 
on 
terms almllar to those on which It 
now loana it to saving banks. 


Senator Fletcher, referring to credit 
MBociatlons, 
in 
Moody's 
Magailne 
saya: 


"Thla Is the first advantage brought 
by Buoh amoclations,—cheaper inter- 
est rates. 
Each year the farmer is 
required to pay. besides the interest, 
a certain percentage towards reduc- 
ing the principal of the loan. 
The 
pa3rmenta of the mortgagors now are 
generally 
the 
same 
each 
year, 
a 
larger portion of the sum going to- 
wards principal and a smaller towards 
Interest aa the principal is gradually 
reduoed. 
For Instance, it is figured 
that a farmer having a loan at 4..5 
per oent and paying each year 6.5« 
per cent would wipe out the loan in 
twenty-flve 
years. 
This 
practice, 
called amortization. Is of the greatest 
value to farmers, for it makes their 
payments on principal consistent with 
their Income expended on agricultural 
Improvementa 
So long as the farmer 
meets 
these 
annual 
payments 
the 
mortgage will not be foreclosed. Also, 
the interest rate can never be raised 
during the life of the loan. 


"Thus we see that such a system 
reduces Interest rates, makes the de- 
mand« upon 
the farmer 
consistent 
with his income, eliminates commis- 
sions. protects him from foreclosure 
and 
from 
an 
advance 
of 
interest 
rates. 
It changes a mortgage from 
a 
burdensome 
debt 
to an 
advan- 
tageous form of credit—an 
Invest- 
ment." 


The postal deposits are loaned to 
saving banks at two per cent. 
The 
State loans its surplus at two 
per 
cjsnt. 
Suppose a young man, having 
saved one thousand dollars, could go 
to the State or to the United States 


and 
borrow 
four thousand 
dollars 
not at two per cent but^at three per 
cent. 
If he should pay six per cant 
on this amount, or two hundred and 
forty dollars annually, at the end of 
twenty-flve yearsi, approximately, 
he 
would have cancelled the principal 
and interest. 


Will there not be objections. to this 
plan ? 
Most assuredly. 
One lobjec- 
tion will be that it may tend to re- 
duce the value of money. 
It Is just 
as well to understand the fundamen- 
tal problem. 
If you happen to raise 
prunes you are natnrally much op- 
posed to anything that would tend to 
reduce the price of prunes. 
If 
a 
cattle-raiser, you do not look with 
favor upon the introduction of Aus- 
tralian 
beef. 
In 
like 
manner 
the 
banker who loans money at ten per 
cent under certain conditions, to buy 
cows, will not 
become 
enthusiastic 
over a system which would permit a 
man to pay off principal and interest 
in twenty-flve years at the rate of six 
per cent. 
But the banker Is not the 
only person Interested. 
Every person 
who carries 
life insurance or 
has 
money in the savings banks Is con- 
cerned. 
The farmers of the United 
States are as a class money lenders» 
They 
are 
the 
principal 
source 
o£ 
capital for young men who are be- 
ginning 
to farm. 
This is one 
of 
several reasons why the credit bsnks 
of Europe may not be applicable to 
American 
conditions. 
Undoubtedly 
the present silly methods both in re- 
ceiving and handling postal deposits 
was caused by the fear that reason- 
able methods would reduce the r t l u s 
of money. 
The whole question Is on« 
between the rewards of capital 
as 
compared with the rewards of labor. 
The laborer in the city has, through 
organisation or otherwise, a method 
of maintaining the rewards of labor« 
No such opportunity exists In the opeii 
country. 


I do not a ^ 
yon to assume Hia; 
there would be no difBcultles ir ihe 
execution of this plan.. I merely <ie- 
slre to convince you that some * 
method would be worth while. 
- iu 
perfectly 
familiar 
with 
the 
a; iu- 
ments that have been iwed and 
vH! 
be used, why the United States aiul 
the State may loan money to fcanka 
and may not loan it to individuals. 
My reply to all these arguments la 
that we have before us a matter of 
the 
deepest 
national 
concern. 
If 
men of brains and character. In th< 
future as in the past are to cultlvats 
the land, they must have an even 
chance 
with 
their 
wage-eamtnfl 
brothers. 
Every man Is going to tr^ 
to make for himself and family ^ 
comfortable home. 
If he deems h i 
cannot start with an even chance on 
a farm, he will go elsewhere. 
This 
not a plan to help the farmer; it Is « 
plan to help the nation. 
When ths 
people come to xmderstand that this 
is so, a way wiU be found by which 
money may be loaned to individuals 
as well as to banks and upon sub- 
stantially equal termsi—^Extract from 
a paper read before the meeting of 
the Patrons of Husbandry of Call- 
fomla.

"TXirlng pregnancy, sows should have 
abtindant exercise and a variety of 
feed. 
During the winter months, un- 
less extra care be taken, brood sows 
are particularly liable to lie in their 
quarteri and become inactive. 
Effort 
should be made to induce them to 
exercise. 
This may be accomplished 
by having them travel around 
the 
barnyard for feed, or by housing them 
som« distance from their feeding place, 
or by making them root for grain 
scattered under litter on a barn or 
shed floor. They should not be given 
too much of any one kind of feed. 
If 
•xcsssively fed. corn is particularly 
¿objsietionable.

HOW TO GROW A BOSTON FERN 


The Boston fern is one of the oldest 
and best known varieties; owing to 
its graceful, drooping habit of growth 
it is sometimes called the "fountain 
fern. 
One Immense plant seen by the 
writer is about five years old and has 
some 
fronds 
which 
measure 
over 
eight feet from tip to tip. 
It has 
been nourished about twice a week 
with a weak solution of "fish scrap" 
water. 


The "scrap" referred to. Is obtained 
from a "menhaden" factory, and Is 
the dry product after the oil 
has 
been extracted from the flsh. To ob- 
tain the best results, it Is well to 
grind the scrap very fine, add about 
two 
tablespoonful 
to 
a 
gallon 
of 
water, which must be well 
stirred 
before the necessary portion is ap- 
plied to the soil. 


Generally speaking, the crowns of 
all ferns should .be kept well above 
the earth which should be kept quite 
damp, but not sodden. 
Very little 
spraying of the foliage Is advisable, 
as the plants are nourished 
almost 
entirely from the roots. 
Young and 
tender plants must be shielded from 
heavy rains and strong winds. Maiden- 
hair ferns need especial care, for if 
once permitted to become very dry, 
the fronds shrivel quickly; they must 
also be kept from a gas heater or 
lighted rooms. 
In potting all plants 
it Is well to put a piece of coarse mus- 
lin in the bottom of the pot before 
putting in bits of stone. 
This keeps 
the drainage good and 
prevents'the 
earth from washing away.

taxed for the heavy damage he Is 
doing to that community. 


HEAIiTHY FOWIjS FAT. 


In breeding for eggs, the main re- 
quirement Is first-class, healthy, vigor- 
ous stock. 
Such fowls, well managed 
and properly fed can not help but 
produce eggs. 
We must have vitality 
and constitutional vigor In fowls that 
are to be any good as egg machines or 
as breeders. 
Only 
flrst-olass 
stock 
(ifhould be kept for such purposes. 


The great loss of lambs Is, in some 
l^toncee, due almost entirely,to the 
fact that the ewes are allowed to run 
down jand become weak before wean- 
ing Umf.

The retail price of eggs In the large 
Paciflc coast cities all last Fall was 
from 45 to 60 cents per dozen. 
In 
Chicago the price ran from 35 to 45

according to age and the attractive- 
ness of the package In which they 
were sold. 
The man or woman who

Keep the Sheep 


Out of the Rain 


A/ few days ago, while 
returning 
from our home town, I was struck by 
the sad and forsaken appearance of 
a flock of sheep subjected to a beating 
rain. 


Their backs were humped up. their 
heads dropping and the general ap- 
pearance gave the impression 
that 
they were the victims of a carelesa 
and thoughtless farmer. 


It is true that thé fleece of a sheep 
is quite long and dense and in an 
ordinary rain It is quite Improbable 
that the fleece should become thor- 
oughly saturated, but it is also true 
that all rains are not "ordinary" ones, 
and we can never tell Just when one 
of these beating, driving rains will 
come to cause misery to the ewes and 
loss to the farmer's pocketbook. 


It is at once apparent that the wet 
ewe is not one to do the best for her 
owner. 
As long as she is soaked she 
will not graze, or If she does It will 
be only enough to furnish the actual 
needs of the body. 


This is not enough. 
The breeding 
ewe should secure more feed 
than 
maintenance requires* if she is to do 
well for her owner—she must be con- 
tinually gaining in flesh. 


I*robably the greatest damage re- 
sulting to a ewe on account of a rain 
Is the discomfort that follows the 
wetting. 
Think how unpleasant it is 
to work in wet clothes! 
How much 
worse It is, therefore, for the ewe who 
is naturally of a tender nature, to 
undergo the discomfort resulting from 
carrying around a damp fleece. In the 
summer time when it Is warm It is 
bad enough, but in the winter It Is 
awful. 


The fleece, being very dense. It Is 
days before the water will entirely 
evaporate. 
Then the greatest amount 
of the evaporation Is caused by the 
heat of the animal's body. 


Just try to tnmK of the heat neces- 
sary to evaporate the large amount of 
water 
that 
a thoroughly 
saturated 
fleece would hold. 
Many sheep have 
caught colds from this very 
cause 
that 
resulted 
In 
Inflamatlon. 
even 
worse, catarrh. 


Rheumatism is often one of the 
suits and a aheep once the Tlotim of 
this disease le of Terjr little valoe. 


What. then, la the remedy? 
It to 
simple. 
ProTlde your aheep witli dry 
shelter close to their pasture. It need 
not be a cosUy bam. 
A hbad la plenty 
good enough provided it la water- 
tight, and it need not be eepeeiall^ 
warm If it la only dry.—B. Henderson. 


PROTECTING THE TREES FROM PEAR PSYLLA 


By H. B. HODGKISS 


Investigations of failures to control 
the psylla in pear orchards by summer 
spraying led the New York Experiment 
station to Inquire into the susceptibility 
of the Insect to spraying mixtures at 


Pear Ttf» Before and After Removal 
of Loose Bark. 


other stages of Its life, epeclal atten- 
tion being given to the hibernating 
adults and to the eggs of this brood. 
The results of theee careful experi- 
ments are summarised as follows: 
Studies of the seaeonal history and 


habits of the insect showed that the 
pear psylla passes the winter as an 
adult or "fly." and that it deposits its 
eggs In the spring within a 
short 
period 
after 
its 
emergence 
from 
hibernating 
quarters. 
The 
psylla 
was observed to winter on 
various 
fruit trees such 
as 
apple, 
cherry, 
plum, 
and 
peach, 
but 
the 
large«t 
number of the "fliesr* sought hiberna- 
tion in the rough bark of pear treea. 


Daring the spring, as a result of 
constantly 
Increasing 
temperatures 
and the daily effectiveness of 
sun- 
light. a few hours of time proved 
sufficient 
to 
Induce 
great 
activity 
among the adolts. 
It was not uncom- 
mon to see them fly or Jump directly 
after emergence from their 
winter 
retreats. 


If moderate temperatures prevailed 
eggs were largely deposited within a 
few days after the emergence of the 
hibernating 
adults 
In 
the 
spring. 
Ovlposltlon 
contlnusd 
for 
several 
weeke. eepeclally If the weather wae 
•arlable. but usually most of the eggs 
were 
deposited 
before the 
laet 
of 
•prlL 
Some ova were laid on foliage, 
but It appeared that theee normally 
are 
comparatively few in 
numbers 
and result In little or no serious in- 
festation of the foUage. 


The practice of clean culture and 
the removal and destruction of the 
rough bark left the fliee with f«w 
opportunities of eecape from appll- 
catlone of contact mixtures. 
Mlsclble 
oils, nicotine preparatlone and soapy 
solutions were effective sprays against 
the peylla adults. 
Home-mode 
oil- 
emulsions 
were 
less 
satisfactory, 
which may have been owing to vary- 
ing penoentages of oil In the mlxturee, 
caused by imperfectly prepared emul- 
sions.

under the spout to ketch the sap & 
when suffishent sap it ketched it is 
biled down in kettels into surrip or 
mapel 
suggar 
whitchever is de- 
sired. 


During the sap season in our 
midst the young folks almost alius 
holds several suggar parties in the 
suggar groves at nights and this 
season has been no excepshion to 
the rule.

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Patent Office Decision Declaring 
A. S. Janin the Real Inventor of 
Hydro - Aeroplane, 
Changes 


Him From 


"U 


When the income tax collector 
comes around next time there will 
b» a new name on the income tax 
rolls. 
The name is Albert S. JanIn, 
Inventor of 
the 
hydroaeroplane. 
Perhaps you thought Glenn H. Cur- 
tiss was the inventor of the hydro- 
aeroplane, but the men down in the 
patent office say you are wrong. A 
few weeks ago they handed down 
a. decision at the patent office of 
Washington saying the first model 
for a hydroaeroplane was made by 
Janin, and if any other makers of 
the machines wanted to construct 
them they would have to pay a roy- 
alty oh each machine to Janin. 


These royalties will 
not 
begrin 
from some future date after higher 
courts have deliberated long over 
the case, but all persons who have 
built flying machines using Janin's 
method will have to pay royalties 
on all machines they ever 
have 
made. 


That means a big sum of money 
w^as due Janin the day the decision 
was handed down, and the chiflf 
lob Janin now has on his hands la 
that of a collector. 


When the news was brought to 
Janin he was making a 
kitchen 
cabinet in a factory. 
He has been 
making cabinets for fourteen years, 
working eight hours a day in Rose- 
bank, 
Staten 
Island. 
When his 
work was over he went home to his 
private shop where he worked on a 
machine for flying over tlie water 
and which could light on the waves 
like a duck- 


When the Wrights 
were 
still 
working with their gliding 
ma- 
chines, Janin was working on his 
type of 
flyer. 
Having spent 
his 
childhood on the seashore, Janin 
did not care so much about flying 
on land. 
He wanted to sail over 
the water. 
He wanted 
to 
look 
down on the ships and gulls and 
that is one reason he specialized 
on the water flying machine. There 
was still another reason. 
Janin 
had no long, sandy beach to fly 
over as the Wrights had. 
He had 
to hustle for his wife and family 
and when a man is making only $5 
a day. he hasn't time to gp on a 
long vacation. 
The Wright broth- 
e n were bachelors and had noth- 
ing i to hold them back. 


Aa Janin expressed it, he is a 
n^arrled man with seven children 
and,had something to spur him on. 
Without a long sandy beach to fly 
over Janin began to experiment on 
flying over the sea. 
The sea was 
near enough to his house to be 
ready of access at all times for 
trial flights, and so Janin just tried 
and tried. 


"He's a nut," his neighbors said. 
He cared. nothing for the ordi- 
nary social activities of Rosebank. 
When, his work was ovpr for the 
man who paid him $5 a day he went 
to work for Janin, and the result 
W«« he developed a machine which 
ultimately was good enough to pat- 
ent. 
Thinking that his discoveries 
were secure under the patent laws, 
Janin took no precautions to guard 
th« secret of his invention. 
The 
machine 
was 
built 
much 
like 
Wright's aeroplane. 
It was not a 
copy of the Wright machine, but 
grew up with Wright's aeroplane. 


a Cabinet 


Maker 
Into a Man 


With 
^^Gobs" 
of Coin 


Janin just kept on fighting poverty. 


He first consulted with a l;iwv*er 
and the lawyer offered 
take the 
case if a retainer's fee was pair!. 
Janin needed the fee money for 
groceries, so he went back to the 
cabinet shop. 
The neighbors ad- 
vised him again to forget it. They 
explained there are no short cuts 
to wealth. 
A man has to work to 
get rich, they said. 


"But I worked," said Janin. 
The carpenter went before the 
Aeronautical Society 
of 
America 
and told his story. 
He showed the 
dates of his patents and contended 


he was the first inventor of 
the 
machine. 
He wanted the 
patent 
rights. 
He had worked for years 
on the invention, and after he had 
gotten it to flying other companies 
not only had made a similar ma- 
chine, 
but had 
patented 
it 
and 
were making money out of it. 


"I could beat these fellov.s in 
the courts if I had a chance," said 
Janin. 


Curtiss was interviewed 
on 
the 
matter. 
He said he was wShin his 
rights in making his machine. 


Four years ago Thomas A. Hill, 
a patent lawyer of Broadway, took 
the case into the patent courts for 
Janin. 
Hill was president of the 
Aeronautical Society of 
America, 
and that is how he came to be in- 
terested in the case. 
He did not 
accept any pay for his services. 


Hill went to Washington 
and 
began a fight, which was won the 
other day after four'years. 


To understand the difficulties of 
the inventor one must know some- 
thing about the patent office. 
In- 
stead of a great big beneficient in- 
stitution helping the poor, strug- 
gling inventors, it is only a book- 
keeping and recording 
institution. 
So many new patents come into the 
office every day and so many appli- 
cations for patents come into the 
office every day that 
the 
clerks 
there do little more than tabulate 
them, and it takes a long time to 
make the awards. 
Patent lawyers 
do a thriving business helping men 
get patents they deserve and help- 
ing other men keep their right to 
patents. 
The job Hill 
undertook 
was to get Janin's 
rights. 
Hill 
won the case and Janin has 
re- 
signed his job. 


When Janin left 
the 
shop the 
foreman wrung his hand and his 


Janin read all about the discoveries 
and experiments of the 
Wrights. 
He also read all about the discov- 
eries and inventions of the French- 
men and Germans. 
Then came the 
great success of the Wright broth- 
ers before Janin was 
ready 
to. 
make his flight. 
NEIGHBORS CAIili TO 
SCOFF AT INVENTOR. 


As Wright won success after suc- 
cess, the neighbors called to scoff 
at Janin, who was only able to 
glide out over the bay for a short 
distance and wait for a boat to tow 
him home. 
But Janin was proceed- 
ing with safety. 
While an aero- 
plane has to rise high enough to 
get above the trees and has to sweep 
over deep valleys -and gulleys and 
always is running 
in 
danger 
of 
coming against a.barb wire fence, 
Janin could skim over the water 
like a gull, and if his engine went 
dead, he could drop to the waves 
easily. 


His plan was 
not 
unlike the 
Wright plan. 
The 
machine 
was 
equipped with wings like an aero- 
plane. 
An automobile engine was 
used 
to 
propel 
the 
machine 
through the air at a high rate of 
speed. Two pontoons were so placed 
under the machine that it would 
float on the water. 
The machine 
was so equipped that it could make 
headway while floating on the pon- 
toons or It could leave the water 
and soar through the air. 


"You will never make a go of It," 
one of the neighbors told the car- 
penter of the cabinet shop. 
"Man 
wasn't made to fly until his Heaven- 
ly Father calls him up yonder and 
gives him a pair of angel's wings, or 
kick him down yonder, and gives 
him a pair of bat's wings. 
Birds 
and insects .can fly on this side of 
the grave, but no one else ever 
can.' 


"I'm busy tonight and can't talk 
to you," said Janin. 
The next Sun- 
day hje was out getting Clucked in 
the bay while he was trying to 
make his machine keep up in the 
air. 
Neighbors at first came 
In 
crowds to see the flyer's failures, 
but they got over it in time because 
there was nothing new to see. 
It 
was the same old story of failure 


while Wright, who had flown only 
over the land, was flying before the 
President. 


Then came a day when 
Janin 
flew out over the water and came 
back to . his landing. 
The machine 
was a success, but the neighbors 
would not admit it. 
In fact, few of 
them saw the successful flight. The 
machine had proven Itself to be 
good in two ways. 
It had proven 
it could sustain itself on the water 
and had proven it could come back 
to land* 


Then it was that makers of other 
flying craft began to make hydro- 
aeroplanes. 


The neighbors 
sympathized 
as 
follows: 


"Huh, I knew they'd steal your 
patent. 
Look what happened to 
the inventor of the cotton gin and 
all the rest of the big inventions. 
They never give you what you earn. 
You are too rmall to be an inven- 
tor." 


Janin went to the 
makers 
of 
hydro-aeroplanes and insisted they 
had infringed on his patent rights. 
The manufacturers were polite but 
firm. 
They said they had invented 
the 
machines 
themselves. 
They 
had never heard of the obscure car- 
penter, and what if he did invent 
a machine which,w^ould fly over the 
water, they had invented machines 
to fly over both Avater and land 
and light anywhere. 
They told him 
it was indeed a strange coincidence 
they should have invented a ma- 
chine like Janin, but it couldn't be 
helped. 
They wouldn't pay 
any 
royalties. 
They were not making 
any too much money themselves. 


Janin hadn't time to argue out 
the matter with the manufacturers. 
He went back to Rosebank'and kept 
at work earning $5 a day making 
cabinets. 
He hated to see his big 
chance slip away from him after 
eleven years of incessant work, bul 
he guessed it couldn't be helped. 
FOUGHT POVERTY 
FOR MANY YEARS. 


Janin had fought poverty all his 
life and was used to it. 
He had 
fought poverty when he went 
to 
school with the girl who became 
his wife. 
He was fighting poverty 
when the first child, 
Antoinette, 


fellow workmen 
crowded arooad 
him, their faces beaming. 


"Congratulations, Al." 
said tlM 
foreman simply. 
From somewhera 
in the crowd spoke one of Janln'a 
intimates: 


"The 'Bug' has made good." 
"Well," rejoined Janin good-na* 
turedly, "it no longer will be Janin 
the cabinet maker, 
or 
Janin the 
Bug, the dreamer. I guess the han-> 
die to my name has been pretty 
firmly established as 'Jan, Inventor 
of the hydro-aeroplane.' " 


Then the modest little five-room 
flat at 78 Clifton avenue, overlook- 
ing the broad sweep of the lower 
bay, was the scene of an evening 
celebration, the like of which had 
never been seen at Rosebank. 
Most 
enthusiastic of the guests were men 
who, for the last ten years, hava 
scoffed 
at 
the 
strange-looking 
winged craft in the Janin back yard, 
which the poor carpenter persisted, 
would some day be recognized by 
the Patent Office as the first flying 
.boat. 


Just how it feels for a struggling 
workman, whose $5 a day is barely 
enough to provide the necessaries 
of life for a wife and seven chil- 
dren, to suddenly find himself fa- 
mous. and a fortune 
within 
hla 
grasp, Janin tried to explain. 
Ha 
Is still a little dazed over his good 
luck, and in his hour of triumph 
thinks only of the good things in 
store for his wife 
and 
the 
now 
bright futures of the seven little 
Janins, 
blonde-haired

The Indictment. 


The indictment on which Roberts and 


tho others will be tried was returned 
December 24, 1!)14, and named 120 Tcrre 
Hautd and Vigo county officials and 
others. 
Of tho 120 indicted, 116 were 


taken in custody and 88 have pleaded 
guilty to the charge. Judge Anderson 
reserved sentence on the 88, a number 
of whom will bo used us witnesses for 
the government, until after the comple- 
tion of tho trial. Twenty-seven of the 
defendants fought the indictment with 
R demurrer, in which it wa3 contended 
that the federal courts had no jurisdic- 
tion in the case, but it was overruled 
Try Judge Anderson and they pleaded not I 
guilty.

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Judge Neil's New Suggestion 


When Illinois adopted its first dependent mothers' 


pension law in the world, a new principle was adopted. 
It will be four years in July since this new system first 
came into use, but in that short time twenty-three states 
have joined the advance and New York and Indiana may 
adopt the legislation before their legislatures adjourn. 


Judge Henry Neil, father of the mothers' pension 


idea, has said from the first, thai the mothers' pension 
system is no more a charity than a public-school system 
is a charity. He conceived the first law and has led in 
the spreading of the new plan in this country. But up to 
'the present the prevailing idea has been that the moth- 
ers' pension system is simply a means of relief for des- 
perate cases. In most states the pensions are administer-

shall be administered through the public school. "This 
new system must be made entirely constructive. It must 
be taken entirely away from the machinery of courts and 
charity and used for the development of children into 
men and women, ready with, strong bodies and loyal 
spirits to serve their country and the world," says Judge- 
Neil. 


The public-school machinery can easily and natural- 


ly be expanded to manage the mothers' pension system 
The pensions will amount to more than ten million dol- 
lars this year. School teachers are in touch with all the 
children and they could be the aids to the mothers iu 
making the system, serve its purpose in a constructivo 
•way, with no taint of charity to destroy self-respect, 


This new plan will make pensioned mothers respon- 


sible to the state for the health and education of their 
children, and their efforts will be intelligently and scien- 
tifically directed by the teachers. Backed by the in- 
stinctive interest of women for children, fine results 
should follow immediately.

I believe 
ho was one of my own battalion, but I 
am not certain. Ho asked me to help 
him. I said I would do my best for 
him. 
It flashed through my mind that 


I would not get out of this myself, and, 
if I was to be shot, I would prefer it 
when helping a pal. Strange that this 
reflection should have passed through 
my mind then! 


I picked him up and hoisted him on 


my shoulder. After going about 100 
yards he cried out that my equipment 
was hurting him. I put him. down and 
pulled off my equipment. How the bul- 
lets missed me I don't know. I then 
carried hbn to a renr position, resting 
now and again, over a distance of two 
and a half to three miles.

The women did the washing and the 
housework. They wanted to live in the 
open, away from the confines of the res- 
ervation, free to go and come as they 
pleased.

But no one 
wanted to try it. For there are 35,000 
Indians on the Xavajo reservation and 
these Indians might rise to help their 
more unfortunate brothers.

Planets Cause 


Earthquakes Just As 


They Cause Tides, 


to Latest 


Theories of Scientists

tronomers can -watch the stars and 
forecast earthquakes with (he uner- 
ring accuracy with wiiich they now 
forecast eclipses or the tides? 


Since the recent devastation by 


earthquake in Italy a theory has 
been advanced by several 
well- 


known scientist of Europe and 
America that, the cause is the mag- 
netic power of the sun. moon and 
planets. 
When Saturn. Jupiter. 


Mars and the sun and moon get in 
certain positions they exert a pull- 
ing influence which tears parts of 
the earth out of their natural order. 
The result is a fall in some parts of 
the earth and earth quakes result. 


While many eminent geologists do 


not hold TO this new theory yet it 
has the support of so many that it, 
may later be accepted by ail. Kvcry 


new theory has its opponents in the 
scientific world and the doubters 
will not bo convinced until tho 
theory has been proven as an exact 
fact. 
The earthquake theory has its 


strongest argument 
in- the tides. 


Tides are caused by the magnetism 
of the sun. moon and planets. The 
moon 
being the nearest has the 


greatest effect Nest in rank is the 
sun. 
which is farther away than 


many of the planets, but which is of 
vastly greater size. As the earth 
turns on its axis, presenting a dif- 
ferent side to the moon the water 
is pulled toward the moon several 
fret. When the moon and sun are 
opposite each othor or arc in Iho 
same general 
direction 
from the 


earth the tides are the greater. 


The tides arc the smallest when 


the mcon and sun pull at right an- 


gles to each other. There are places 
on the earth, as at tiie head of the 
Bay of Fundy, where the tide reaches 
the extreme height of seventy feet 
twice every day. when the sun and 
moon are exerting their magnetic 
strength in unison. But geologists 
agree also that the earth moves the 
same as the water, only the water 
being more plastic is more notice- 
abls than the land. We cannot see 
motions of the land because there 
is nothing to measure it with. We 
see high mountains and recognize 
them as being high because they 
stand above the surrounding coun- 
try. 
With instruments we can 


measure tho height of plateaus, but 
without 
instruments 
it, would be 


impossible to measure those pla- 
teaus. Even now the measurements 
are only relative. We have to start 
with tho sea level as a base. 


If a new land could be discovered 


where the sea level is lower than 
around other 
lands the height of 


plateaus and mountains would bo 
measured from a new sea level and 
would not correspond at all with 
the height of mountains in other 
parts o£ the world measured from 
different sea levels. Whilo we have 
instruments to measure the height 
o£ mountains and plateaus there aVe 
no instruments to measure the land 
tides. Scientists believe such tides 
exist, however, and they believe 
some day we can measure the differ- 
ence in the bulges of the earth un- 
der the moon from the depression 
at a line at right angles to the moon. 


All are willing to grant that tho 


theory of water tides is correct. They 
are willing to admit it is the pull 
the heavenly 
bodies have on the 


earth that causes those tides. If 
the heavenly bodies have a pull on 
the water they 
certainly esert e 


similar pull on the land. 
ROCKS OF EARTH - 
FULL OF FAULTS. 


The rocks of the earth are filled 


with faults. 
When the earth was 


first formed the layers of rock were 
deposited on the floors of the sea. 
This matter of deposit is going on 
right now 0:1 the bottom of the sea. 
Iskrs. ponds ami deep places in the 
rivers. These deposits hardened and 


by geysers. 
Also it is warmer in 


deep mines than at the surface. ' 


' When tho earth cooled on the out- 
side the crust became hard. Molten 
rock takes more room than cool 
rock. The interior is still cooling. 
Occasionally gases are spouted out 


volcanoes. 
At all events the 


earth 
is shrinking on the inside.. 


That makes the outside coat fit bad- 


' ' Particles of the hard crust are dis- 
integrated by water pouring into. 
the'-crust and 
softening the 'hard . 


sub\tar.ee. This softening process 
finally causes particles of the crust 
to fall in -and the earth is jarred. 
Sometimes these breaks occur right 
on the surface of tho earth. The 
earthquake is then horizontal, caus- 
ing buildings and trees to shake from 
side to "side. 'That was the type of 
the earthquake at San Francisco. - 


On the qther hand the earthquake 


may take place deep down in the 
earth. Then the tremor is carried to 
the suraco and the motion is up and 
down. Italy has experienced both 
kinds of "earthquakes. In the up and 
down motion rocks and molten lava 
often are hurled through fissures 
up into,the air. 


At the Messina earthquake the 


ocean left its bed and ran inland in 
a great tidal wave. It was literally 
hurled from its place. A similar 
earthquake occurred at Lisbon a 
half century ago' when the ocean 
poured into the streets of the city. 


Now what causes the piece of the 


earth's crust to drop? The newest' 
theory is that it is the pulling pow- 
er of the sun, moon and planets. 
They pull the earth a few inches , 
out of place and the whole area 
falls back. - The piece of the earth's 
crust would not have moved had it 
not been for a force displacing it at 
the beginning. A weak wall may 
stand for fifty years in the country 
while the same wall would/all when 
the traffic of the city ran by it and 
shook the ground. Snow will stay 
on the side of a mountain indefinite- 
ly. When a hunter fires his shotgun 
the snow will break loose from its 
bonds and we have an avalanche. 
At certain times of the year in parts 
of Norway when the snow'hangs in- 
securely on the mountain side the 
residents of the" villages hardly dare 
speak. They will not shout, for the 
shout would jar the snow ever so 
lightly and jcnd it down on the city 
in a wild avalanche. So it is with 
the earth. When Saturn, Uranus. 
Jupiter, Venus, moon and sun get in 
the right place, they tug'at the earth 
and she yields, perhaps an inch, a 
foot, a yard. Then there is a crash. 
We have not yet been able to de- 
termine how much the earth yields, 
but we believe a movement of a 
quarter of an inch might cause a 
terrific earthquake. 
TIOUWCE DEFENDS . 
()>' SIZE OF ROCK. 


The violence of the 'earthquake 


shocks depends on the size of the 
rock which fell and on the depth to 
which it fell. The stars cannot 
cause an earthquake unaided. They 


by the wrinkling of the earth's crust 
along those lines. Some few moun- 
tains are built up from volcanoes, 
but -the volcanoes follow the lines 
of least, resistance and spout out 
where there already are cracks in 
the earth's surface. 


When the interior 
shrinks the 


crust has to fold just like the skin 
of the apple wrinkles so the skin 
can follow the interior. The moun- 
tains do not look very big when the 
whole earth is considered. 
The 


.highest mountains are only a little 
over flye miles high. That is insig- 
nificant when the entire earth is 
considered. It is not as high as the 
"size "of the wrinkle on an apple in 
proportion. 


That there are earthquake seasons 


is generally recognized by all peor 
pie, 
Californians 
expect ea'rth- 


' quakes between "January 1 and June 


1. These shocks Usually are mild, 
but they are more pronounced the 
first five months of the year. They 
come at other times of the year, but 
are not expected so much ,then. 
Italy, too, expects her hardest 
shocks the first four months of the 
year. 


The sun is about 
3,000,000 miles 


nearer the earth in winter than in 
summer. That sounds like a big 
mistake, but when we consider that 
summer in the southern hemisphere 
coines at a time when we have our 
winter it can readily be seen that 
summer and nearness of the sun 
have nothing to do with each other. 
' 
Perhaps other planets are in posi- 


tion to exert* their influence on the 
earth at certain times of the year 
than at others. If that is true we 
can readily see that the scientists 
who hold lo the theory that planets 
affect the earthquakes have some- 
thing definite on which to base their 
claims. 


There probably is nothing more 


terrorizing than a violent 
earth- 


quake 
shock. I was in Mayfteld. 


Cal., near to Lcland Stanford Uni- 
versity when the earthquake shock 
was felt there at the time of the 
earthquake and fire of San Fran- 
cisco. I rushed from the house as 
fast as I could, but as I ran I was 
thrown to the floor three times. 
When I reached the outer door 'I 
could not pull it open for some time 
because the house bent back and 
forth and kept the door caught, in 
the lintels. 
Finally I pulled tho 


door open between vibrations and 
got to the street There I was 
thrown down again. Looking to- 
ward the university I saw the euca- 
lyptus trees waiving back and forth 
as though in a violent tempest. I 
could see the boys' dormitory and 
it, too. was going back and forth 
as though drunk. 
HORRORS OF RECENT 
ITALIAN QUAKES. 


The earthquakes of Italy were of 


greater violence1 than any I have 
ever experience)) in California or 
in the Andes mountains. 


Newspaper correspondents said 


the earthquake reminded them of 
the scenes of the battle at Soissons 


where the German shells had bom- 
barded the city for 100 days. 


"In the square of Avezzano" Cap- 


tain Vettori said at the tiine, "I saw', 
a father place the bodies of his wife. ' 
three sons and three daughters. 
I 


think that was the saddest incident 
I ever have seen. One little boy 
stood beside the father as he ar-; 
- 


ranged the bodies. The child'seemed 
'not to realize what'-had happened. "; 
This man, so terribly afflicted, stared'--^ . 
vacantly at those who spoke 'to .. 
him." 


Scores of survivors were half 


starving before food arrived from 
. 


outside, although under the walls of 
Prince Tortoni's granary there, were 
one hundred thousand--' bushels of 
. 


wheat 


A correspondent 
going about at 


night with two soldiers bearing 
torches, came across the bodies of a 
family of seven, father, motlier and 
five children. There was a ghastly 
row of more than one hundred lying 
'near the splendid villa of Erince 
Tortoni, in which were found 
the 


bodies of thirty-two domestics and 
employes on,his estate. Neither the 
prince nor any member of his fam- 
ily was in the great country house- 
which was destroyed. 


There were thirty-two schoolmas- 


. ters in Avezzano before the earth- . 


quake and only four survived, whil* 
only one of the sixteen schoolmis- 
tresses is living. All the professors 
are dead. 


Churches with massive walls, the 


ancient castle of Orsini, new struc- . 
tural steel'and brick business blocks 
all were leveled by the earthquake 
which lasted only thirty seconds. 
• The castle of prsifai -vyas used as an 
administrative 
building. 
Twelve 


gendarmes 
happened 'to' be in 


the guardroom when the 
earth 


rocked. Eleven were killed and the 
twelfth was injured. 


Some of the rescues'are regarded, 


as almost'miraculous. In Avezzano 
one entire family composed of father 
and mother, three daughters and a 
son, were extricated alive from the - 
ruins of their home. 


Tenement houses in the Testaccio 


quarter of this city, cracked by the 
earthquake, have been vacated by 
their tenants, who feared the build- - 
ings would collapse. These people 
have established a camp in a-neigh- 
boring square. 


Most of the dead-in Qrtucchio ar« 


women 
and 
children who wer* 


buried under the ruins ot; a churctl 
which afterward took fire from 
small earthen brasiers which women 
here carry to -keep them warm. 
Many of those buried were burned 
to death, despite 
frantic 
efforts 


made by survivors to save them.

in . charge . of shacky 


county jails realize that fact too 
well. The average county jail is not 
strong, enough to hold n. bad yegg 
man, and tho yegg man is at an ad- 
vantage because he makes it a busi- 
ness to break jails when he is locked 
•up just as well as he -makes it a 
business, to break safes 
or break 


heads of men who get in his way. On 
the other hand the Sheriff is elected 
for a few years and ho goes out o£ 
office to make room for a now Sher- 
iff who knows practically nothing 
about the tricks of the yeggmen. 
The Sheriff usually has been a good 
tanner or a good grocer, but he rare- 
ly has. had experience in capturing 
and locking up criminals. 


In the' large cities there usually 


is a trained police force and the 
cities usually provide better lock- 
Tips for their prisoners than in the 
country. The ease with which 
trained-men escape jails was re- 
vealed when John Blair, alias Frank 
Hayden, alias St. Louis Cliff, alias 
several other names broke out of 
tho county jail at Blair, Neb., where 
he was locked up after seriously 
wounding a 
brakcman on a train 


where he was stealing a ride. 


Blair sawed his way out of the 


jail and escaped to the country. As 
lie ran ho was followed by the Sher- 
iff, 
who rode up boldly to retake 


his prisoner. Suddenly Blair turned 
and shot twice. That was a surprise 
for the Sheriff for"he did not even 
known Blair was armed. How Blair 
could escape from a - prison fully 
armed could be explained only by 
the theory that a. woman had smug- 
gled the weapons and a file to him. 


Then it-was remembered that a 


woman had visited Blair in jail. A 
deputy was present as' she chatted 
with Blair, but he' did 'not see her 


" pass him any weapons or files. 


Investigation of 
Blair's record 


showed that several years ago ho 
had almost escaped from the Sher- 
iff ot Buchanan County, Mo., by,us- 
1ns a pair o£ files. He had almost 
tawed his way through 
the bars 


(vhen discovered. Then it was re- 


membered Blair .had talked with a, 
woman a few days before the filed 
bars were discovered. 


An effort was made at tho tlnae to 


find tho woman, but tho efforts were 
unsuccessful. Blair was convicted 
and sent to tho penitentiary. When 
he got out last fall a series ot safe 
blowings followed. First a 
safe 


would be blown in one city and then 
in another through the Middle .TVest. 
Blair was blamed for the blowing of 
tho pates because the "job" seemed 
to bo just like the job he did 
In 


Buchanan County, for which he was 
sent to the penitentiary. 


Several times when tho safes were 


blown there was evidence a woman 
had been present. At one time a 
saloon safe was blown. A woman's 
comb was found beside the safe 
showing she had been present. Later 
a -theater safe was blown. Police 
remembered that a heavily 
veiled 


woman had been seen sitting in an 
.'automobile near the theater 
the 


night before. She was sitting there 
after the theater had closed and the 


- police thought she was simply wait- 


ing for someone.

The woman was doing more-than 


waiting. She was lookout for the . 
man. who was blowing the safe in- 
side the theater. Tho next day the 
safe was reported blown and the 
money was taken. Then tho police 
began, to hunt for the veiled wom- 
an. She was a good dresser and the 
police had supposed she was.a so- 
ciety woman who had attended'the 
theater and was waiting in the ma- 
chine W'hile her husband had gone 
to get'auto repairs or.was on some 
similar errand.

Had the police .questioned the 


woman she would have had some' 
explanation on the end of her 
tongue which the'police would have ' 
accepted. Eolice are careful about 
arresting women in 
automobiles. 


That is especially true when they 
are minding their own business as' 
this woman apparently was: doing. 
Had they arrested her and found 
later she belonged to one of. the . 
leading social families ot the city 
it would have made trouble for 
them. Social leaders object to be- 
ing arrested or bothered and a pa- 
trolman who tries it gets in trouble 
for his pains. Besides, why should 
a policeman bother a woman who- 
is doing nothing but minding 'her ' 
own business. 


If the patrolmen had gone into 


theater there would have been an 
innocent -whistle from, the woman 
in the machine. The man inside 
would have been warned 'and he 
could have escaped. "When he was 
ready to blow his safe -he probably 
communicated with the woman out- 
side in one of the many ways known 
to the underworld. I£ she gave the 
word the coast was clear he set the 
fuse, blew open the door, took the 
. contents and quickly disappeared. 


The woman in her machine would 


have taken him to a place of safety 
quickly. As the machine was hired

issue double the amount of its grold 
and silver of the same fineness and 
weight as that of the United'.States. 
Cuban capital to'be given preference 
to subscribe the stock.-The - coin- 
age of fractional.currency, was also 
recommended. The money now in 
use officially on the island is Amer- 
ican, although business is- trans- 
acted also with Spanish and French 
gold coin and Spanish silver money.

Planets Cause 


Earthquakes Just As 


Cause Tides, 
ding to Latest 


Theories of Scientist

~.--.. the aay ever conie •when as- 


tronomers can -watch the stars and 
forecast earthquakes with the uner- 
ring accuracy with which 1hey now- 
forecast eclipses or the tides? 


Since the recent 
devastation by 


earthquake in 
Italy a theory has 


been 
advanced 
by several 
-well- 


known scientists o£ JSurope and 
America that, the cause is the mag- 
netic power of the sun. moon and 
planets. 
When Saturn. Jupiter, 


Mars and the sun and moon get in 
certain positions they exert a pull- 
ing influence which tears parts of 
the earth out of their natural order. 
The result, is a fall in some parts of 
the earth and earth quakes result. 


-\Vhile many eminent .ceoio.cfsts <ir> 


not. hold to this now theory yet. it 
has (he support of so many that it. 
may later be accepted by all. Kvcry 


new theory has its opponents in the 
scientific world and the doubters 
will 
not be convinced 
until tho 


theory has been proven as an exact 
fact. 


The earthquake theory 
na? lts 


strongest 
argument 
in- the tides. 


Tides are caused hy the magnetism 
of iho sun. moon and planets. The 
moon 
being the nearest, has the 


Greatest effect. Next, in rank is toe 
sun. which is farther 
away than 


many of the planets, but -which is of 
vastly greater size. 
As tho earth 


turns on its axis, presenting a dif- 
ferent side to the moon the -water 
is pulled toward the moon several 
foe;. When tho moon and sun are 
opposite each other or arc in tho 
same general 
direction 
from the 


earth thf tides nre the frratcr. 


The tides are thf: smallest when 


the moon and sun pull ?A right an- 


gles to each other. There are places 
on the earth, as at. the bead of the 
Bay of Fundy. where the tide reaches 
the extreme" height of seventy feet 
twicn every day. when the sun and 
moon are exerting their magnetic 
strength in unison. But. geologists 
agree also that the earth moves the 
same as the water, only the water 
being more plastic is more notice- 
able than tho land. We cannot see 
motions of tao land because there 
is nothing to measure it with. We 
see- high mountains and recognize 
them as being high because they 
stand above the surrounding coun- 
try. 
With 
instruments we. can 


measure the height, of platens, but 
•without 
instrument 
it. would be 


impossible to measure those pla- 
teaus. Even now the measurements 
are only relative. We have to start 
with tfcfi sea level as a base. 


I£ a new land could be discovered 


where the sea level is lower than 
around other 
lands tho height of 


plateaus and mountains would bo 
measured from a new sea level and 
would not correspond at all with 
the height of mountains in other 
parts of tho world measured from 
different, sea levels. While we have 
instruments to measure the height 
of mountains and plateaus there ate 
no Instruments to measure the land 
tides. Scientists believe such tides 
exist, however, and they believe 
some day we can measure the differ- 
ence in the bulges of the earth un- 
der the moon from the depression, 
at a line at right angles to the moon. 


All are -willing to grant that the 


theory of water tides is correct. They 
are willing to admit it is the pull 
(.he heavenly bodies have on the 
earth that causes those tides. If 
the heavenly bodies have a pull on 
the water they 
certainly exert a 


similar pull on the land. 
ROCKS OF EAKTH . 
FULL OF FAULTS. 


The rocks of the earth are filled 


•with faults. 
When the earth was 


first formed the layers of rock were 
deposited on the floors of the sea. 
This matter of deposit is going on 
right now on tho bottom of the sea. 
lakes, ponds and deep places in the 
rivers. These deposits hardened and 


formed 
rocks. 
Then 
the earth 


shrunk . Whet} an apple is put on a 
Ji'ot stove it shrinks gradually and 
wrinkles arc formed. 


Similarly when the earth began to 


'•; cool in its formative stage wrinkles 
•v began to form. The result, was lha 
' same' although the cause is differ- 


ent. Tho apple is shrunk by heat 
because - the. juices arc turned to 


'- gases an* escape. (. Heat causes the 


• -change:' When'the earth cooled the 


outside 
crust was- the 
first 
to 


• cool. ' The interior: is still sup- 


.pcsed to bo intensely, hot.. That is 
proven by the hot lava which is shot 


; from thc'bowels o£ the earth by vol- . . 


canoes or the hot, water spouted up - 
by geysers. 
Also it is warmer in 


deep mines than at the surface.' 


' When tho earth cooled on the out- 
side the crust became hard. Molten 
rock takes more 
room than cool 


rock. The interior is still cooling. 
Occasionally gases are spouted out 
in volcanoes. 
At all events the 


earth is shrinking on the inside.. 
That makes the outside coat fit bad- 


' Particles of the hard crust are dis- 
integrated by water pouring into. 
the -crust and 
softening the "hard 


subkanee. This softening process 
finaliv causes particles of the crust 
to fail in -and the earth is jarred. 
Sometimes these breaks occur right 
on the surface o£ the earth. The 
earthquake is then horizontal, caus- 
ing buildings and trees to shake from 
side to side. 'That was the type of 
the earthquake at San Francisco.' 


On the gther hand the earthquake 


may take place deep dowu in the 
earth. Then the tremor is carried to 
the surace and the motion is up and 
down." ' Italy has experienced both 
kinds of earthquakes. In the up and 
down motion rocks and molten lava 
ofteu are hurled through fissures 
up into ,1110 air. 
At the Messina earthquake the 


ocean left its bed and ran inland in 
a great tidal wave. It was literally 
hurled 
from its place. A similar 


earthquake occurred, at Lisbon a 
half century ago when the ocean 
poured into the streets of the city. 


Now what causes the piece of the 


earth's crust to drop? The newest' 
theory is that it is the pulling pow- 
er of the sun, moon and planets. 
They pull the earth a few inches p 
out of place and the whole area 
falls back. • The piece of the earth's 
crust would not have moved had it . 
not been for a force displacing it at 
the beginning. A weak wall may 
stand for fifty years in the country 
whllc the same wall would Jail when 
the traffic of the city ran by it and 
shook the ground. Snow will stay 
on the side of a mountain indefinite- 
ly. When a hunter fires his shotgun 
the snow will break loose from its 
bonds and we have an avalanche. 
At certain times of the year in parts 
of Norway when the snow'hangs in- 
securely on the mountain side tho 
residents of the villages hardly dare 
speak. They will not shout, for the 
shout would jar the snow ever so 
lightly and send it down on the city 
in a wild avalanche. So it is with 
the earth. 
When Saturn, 
Uranus. 


Jupiter, Venus, moon and sun get in 
the right place, they tug'at the earth 
and she yields, perhaps an inch, a 
foot., a yard. Then there is a crash. 
We have not yet been able to de- 
termine how much the earth yields, 
but we believe a movement. o£ a 
quarter of an inch might cause a 
terrific earthquake. 
VIOLENCE DEPENDS . 
ON SIZE OF ROI'K. 


The violence of the " earthquake 


shocks depends or. the size of the 
rock which fell and on the depth to 
which it fell. The stars cannot 
cause an earthquake unaided. They 


are the forces which start in motion 
the pieces of earth' which have been 
undermined by the shrinking of the 
molten interior. When there is one 
earthquake shock it usually is fol- 
lowed, by several other? in quick 
succession. That is d.ue to the fall- 
ing body finding insecure lodgment 
in one place and then falling in a 
few minutes to'a place more secure, 
or it may be due to a body falling in 


• one place and the fall jarring loose 


a body perhaps 
several 
hundred 


miles away. 


Earthquakes usually 
occur 
in 


mountainous regions. That is • due 


. .to the 
lines of weakness in the • 


'mountains. Mountains are caused 
by the wrinkling o£ the earth's crust 
along those lines. Some few moun- 
tains are built up from volcanoes, 
but -the volcanoes follow the lines 
of least, resistance 
and spout out 


•where there already are cracks ia 
the earth's surface. 


When 
the interior 
shrinks the 


crust has to fold just like the skin 
of the apple wrinkles so the skin, 
can follow the interior. The moun- 
tains do not look very big when the 
whole earth is considered. 
The 


.highest mountains are only a little 
over five miles high. That is insig- 
nificant when the entire earth is 
considered. It is not as high as the 
"size of the wrinkle on' an apple in 
proportion. 


That there are earthquake seasons 


is generally recognized by all peo- 
ple. 
Califorhians 
expect earth- 


quakes between'January 1 and June 
1. These shocks usually are mild, 
but they are more pronounced the 
first five months ot the'year. They 
come at other times of the year, but 
are not expected so much .then. 
Italy, loo, expects her 
hardest 


shocks the first four months of the 
year. 


The sun is about 
3,000,000 miles 


nearer the earth in winter than in 
summer. That sounds 
like a big 


mistake, but when we consider that 
summer in the southern hemisphere 
comes at a tiine when we have our 
winter it can readily be seen that 
summer and nearness of the sun 
have nothing to do with each other. 


Perhaps other planets are in posi- 


tion to exert" their influence on tho 
earth at certain limes of the year 
, than at others. If that, is true we 


can readily see that the scientists 
who hold to the theory that planets 
affect the earthquakes have some- 
thing definite on which to base their 
claims. 


There probably is nothing more 


terrorizing than a violent earth- 
quake 
shock. I was in Mayfield. 


Cal., near to Lcland Stanford Uni- 
versity when the earthquake shock 
was felt there at. the time of the 
earthquake and fire of San Fran- 
cisco. I rushed from the house as 
fast as I could, but as I ran I was 
thrown to the floor three times. 
When I reached the outer door ' I 
could not pull it open for some time 
because the house bent back and 
forth and kept the door caught in 
the lintels. 
Finally I pulled the 


door open between vibrations and 
got to the street. There I was 
thrown down again. 
Looking to- 


ward the university I saw the euca- 
lyptus trees waiving back and forth 
a's though in a violent tempest. I 
could sec the boys' dormitory and 
it, too. was going back and forth 
as though drunk. 
HORRORS OF RECENT 
ITALIAN QUAKES. 


The earthquakes of Italy were of 


greater violence' • than any I have 
over experienced in California or 
in the Andes mountains. 


Newspaper correspondents said 


tho earthquake reminded them of 
the scenes of the battle at Soissons 


where the German shells had bom- 
barded tho city for 100 days. 


"In the square of Avezzano" Cap- 


tain Vettori said at the time, "I saw'. 
a father place the bodies o£ his wife, 
three sons and three daughters. 
I 


think that was the saddest incident 
I ever have seen. One little hoy 
stood beside the father as he ar- 
•- 


ranged the bodies. The child seemed . ; 
' not to realize what -had happe.ned. '• 
This man, so terribly afflicted, stared— . 
vacantly at those 
who spoke to 


him." 


Scores of survivors were half 


starving before food arrived from 
. 


outside, although under the walls ot 
Prince Tortoni's granary there were 
one hundred thousand- bushels of 
'. 


wheat 


A correspondent 
going about at 
- 


night with 
two soldiers bearing 


torches, came across the bodies o£ a 
family o£ seven, father, mother and 
five children. There was a ghastly 
row of more than one hundred lying 
'near the splendid villa of Erince 
Tortoni, in which were found 
the 


bodies of thirty-two domestics and 
employes on,his estate. Neither the 
prince nor any member of his fam- 
ily was in the great country house 
which was destroyed. 


there were thirty-two schoolmas- 


. ters in. Avezzano before the earth- 


quake and only four survived, while 
only one of the sixteen schoolmis- 
tresses is living. All the professors 
are dead. 


Churches with massive walls, the 


ancient castle of Orsini, new struc- 
tural steel'aud brick business blocks 
all were leveled by the earthquake 
which lasted only thirty seconds. 
-The castle of Orsini was used as an 
administrative 
building. 
Twelve 


gendarmes 
happened 'to' be in 


the guardroom when 
the earth 


rocked. Eleven were killed and the. 
twelfth was injured. 


Some ot the rescues are regarded, 


as almost miraculous. In Avezzano 
one entire family composed of father 
and mother, three daughters and a 
son, were extricated alive from the • 
ruins o£ their home. 


Tenement houses in the Testaccio 


quarter of this city, cracked by the 
earthquake, have been vacated by 
their tenants, who feared the build- 
ings would collapse. These people 
have established a camp in a neigh- 
boring square. 


Most of the deaiHn Ortucchio ar« 


women 
and 
children 
who wer* 


buried under the ruins of, a church 
which afterward took fire 
from 


small earthen brasiers which women 
here carry to -keep them warm. 
Many of those buried were burned 
to death, despite 
frantic 
efforts 


made by survivors to save them.

Icolded about the prison conditions 
>f the country and have objected to 
\ha system of walling State prison- 
irs Into a closed area and patrolling 
!ho top of the wall with an armed 
puard, the truth is that no one has 
Vet devised a scheme for holding in 
:heck the real bad "yegg" man with- 
out walls. The amateur who is sent 
to prison for his first crime probably 
would serve his sentence out in most 
any kind of a jail, but the real yegg 
is a hard man to hold, 
\ Sheriffs 'In . charge . of shacky 
county jails realize that fact 
too 


well. The average county jail is not 
( 
strong enough to hold a bad yegg 
man, and the yc^sr maji is at an ad- 
vantage because lie makes it a busi- 
ness to break jails when he is locked 
up just as well as lie makes it a 
business, to break safes 
or break 


heads of men who get in his way. Ou 
the other hand tha Sheriff is elected 
for a few years and ho goes out of 
office to make room for a new Sher- 
iff who knows practically nothing 
ibout'the tricks of the yeggmen. 
The Sheriff usually has been a good 
farmer or a good grocer, but he rare- 
ly has had experience in capturing 
and locking up criminals. 


In the large cities there usually 


is a trained police forco nnd the 
cities usually provide - better lock- 
ups for their prisoners than in the 
country. The 
ease 
with which 


trained .men escape jails 'was re- 
vealed when John Blair, alias Frank 
Haydcn, alias St. Louis Cliff, alias 
several other names broke out of 


' 
the county jail at Blair, Neb., where 
he was locked up after seriously 
wounding a 
brakeman on a train 


where he was stealing a ride. 


Blair sawed his way out of the 


jail and escaped to the country. As 
he ran ho was followed by the Sher- 
iff, 
who rode up boldly to retake 


3iis prisoner. Suddenly Blair turned 
and sJiot twice. That was a surprise 
for the Sheriff for he did not even 
known Blair was armed. How Blair 
could escape from a 
prison fully 


armed could be explained 
only by 


Ihe theory that a woman had smug- 
gled the weapons and a file to him. 


Then it was -remembered that a 


woman had visited Blair in jail. A 
deputy was present as she chatted 
with Blair, but he' did "not see her 
pass him any weapons or files. 


Investigation of Blair's record 


showed that several years ago he 
had almost escaped from the Sher- 
iff of Buchanan County, Mo., by. us- 
ing a pair of files. Ho had almost 
sawed his way through 
the bars 


tvhen discovered. Then it was re- 


membered Blair.had talked with a 
woman a few days before the filed 
bars were discovered. 


An. effort was made at the time to 


find tho woman, hut the efforts were 
unsuccessful. Blair was convicted 
and sent.to tho penitentiary. When 
he got out last fall a series ot safo 
blowings followed. First a 
safe 


would be blown in one city and then 
in another through the Middle ."West. 
Blair was blamed for the blowing ot 
tlie rates because the "job" seemed 
to be just like the job he did in 
Buchanan County, for which he was 
sent to the penitentiary. 


Several times when the safes wcro 


blown there was evidence a woman 
had been present. 
At one time a 


saloon safe was blown. A woman's 
comb was found 
beside the safe 


showing she had been present. Later 
a -theater safe was blown. 
Police 


remembered that a heavily 
veiled 


woman had been seen sitting in an 
automobile near tho theater 
the 


night before. She was sitting there 
after the theater had closed and the 
police thought she was simply wait- 
ing for someone. 
SHE "WAS LOOKOTJT 
'FOn SAFE BIjOWER. 


The woman was doing more than 


waiting. She was lookout for the 
man who was blowing the safe in- 
side the theater. The next day the 
safe was reported blown and the 
money was taken. Then tho police - 
began, to hunt for the veiled wom- 
an. She was a good dresser and tho 
police had supposed she was a so- 
ciety woman who had attended the 
theater and was waiting in tho ma- 
chine while her husband had gone 
to get auto repairs or. was on some 
similar errand. 
• •• 


Had the police questioned the 


woman sho would have had some, 
explanation on the end of "her 
tongue which the police would have 
accepted. Eolice are careful about 
• 


arresting women in automobiles. 
That is especially true when they 
arc minding their own business as" 
this woman apparently was doing. 
Had they arrested her and found 
later she belonged to one ot the . 
leading social families of the city 
it would have made trouble for 
them. Social leaders object to be- 
ing arrested or bothered and a pa- 
trolman who tries it gets in trouble 
for his pains. Besides, why should 
a policeman bother a woman who 
is doing nothing but minding 'her " 
own business. 


If the patrolmen had gone into 


theater there would have been an 
innocent -whistle from the woman 
in the machine. The man inside 
would have been warned and he 
could have escaped. When he was 
ready to blow his safe lie probably 
communicated with the woman out- 
side in one ot the many ways known 
to the underworld. If she gave the 
word tho coast was clear he set the 
fuse, bjow open the door, took the 
contents and quickly . disappeared. 


The woman in her machine would

M Garrison recently answered a se- 
ries of questions asked him by the 
House of Representatives as to the 
military preparedness of the United 
States he replied that a foreign 
fleet could stand four miles beyond 
the range of our most powerful guns 
and could still drop shells into the 


*°He said that in case we* went to 
war we have enough equipment on 
band to last an organization of 450,- 
000 men 30 hours in battle- But he 
also admitted we did not have 4sO.- 
000 men. Our military force for 
Held service is about 2^,000 men, 
Garrison said.

The peace advocates point 
out that the present administration 
is planning to give the Philippines 
more freedom in government, with a 
view to eventually evacuating the 
country.

On the other hand those peoplo 


who are paid to keep this country 
well prepared for war always see a 
possibility of trouble somewhere. 
They can see many reasons why 
Japan should want to fight us. They 
can sec in Japan a desire to colonize 
Mexico and then cross the borders 
into the United States. These same 
people can see in Germany a wish 
to colonize South America and vio- 
late the Monroe Doctrine. They 
think up reasons for England want- 
ins to fight us after the war is over.

DKCt-AKK WAR TOMORROW. 


A novel 
recently 
was 
written 


showing that a hostile nation de- 
siroycd our fleet and landed a force. 
If such was the case •what would 


we do in America? 


Suppose America should declare 


war on Japan tomorrow, and Mexi- 
co, anxious to get revenge for what 
we did at Vera Cruz should join the 
Japanese as allies. Suppose that 
Germany and England had conclud- 
ed peace and England decided to 
cast her lot with Japan. Never in 
the history of Great Britain has she 
had such an enormous army as she 
has now. 


England probably has 1,500,000 


men available for foreign military 
service, counting her territorials 
and soldiers at. home. Japan could 
throw another million into the bal- 
ance. In case Mexico was united 
and 'her soldiers would fight with 
the allies she could furnish 500,000 
more soldiers trained to her style 
of fighting. At a rough guess that 
would make a possible army ot 
3,000,000 men fighting our mobile 
field army ol 25,000. 


But here is our advantage, the 


allies would first have to defeat our 
fleet. Until that was done we could 
harass the shipment of troops to 
Mexico and Canada. We would have 
little difficulty in beating back the 
Mexican 
soldiers. 
There is no 


doubt but that we could put up a 
fight on the sea almost as good as 
Germany. 
Possibly 
we could do 


"our chief of staff, Gen. Hugh L. 
Scott, would in the mean time be 
training an army of .volunteers. If 
our nation were hard pressed there 
is no doubt but we could muster 
3,000,000 men in ten days. Two mil- 
lion more could be mustered long 
before the gung wore ready. Then 
we would stand on the defensive to 
beat 
back 
the oncoming hordes. 


Supposing that at the end of six 
months our navy had been annihilat- 
ed and we had not. made'any move 
to invade Canada or Mexico to guard 
the seaports. 
But here a second problem would 


confront the allies. It would take 
them another six months to get 
their army across the water if ev- 
erything was in their favor. To do 
that they would have to get all the 
available transports in the world. 
Txit the men lie on the deck as thick 
as they can lie it would be impossi- 
ble for Great Britain and Japan to 
move 2.500.000 men to America in 
less than four months with all the 
transports and passenger vessels 


afloat. 
" . 
When they got here we would 


have had ten months of preparation. 
INVASION BI OTHER 
COUNTRIES IMPRACTICABLE; 


The ocean is our best line of de- 


fense. 
If conditions were possible for a 


war with Japan, England and Mexi- 
co as allies, and if our navy should 
be annihilated 
in six months it 


would leave our country in a sadly 
weakened condition. If our fleet 
could bo destroyed the enemy could 
bombard our coast cities and lay 
waste the coasts, but it could not in- 
vade the interior. American ma- 
rines shot Mexicans for sniping our 
soldiers at Vera Cruz, but if an in- 
vader penetrated this country we 
would 
snipe, 
too. History 
has 


shown it is impossible to invade a 
largo nation which is anywhere 
nearly the equal of the invader. Rus- 
sia has never been penetrated by an 
enemy for any great distance. The 
North penetrated the South during 
the Civil War because the North had 
. an overwhelming force. 


Even an uncivilized country could 


resist invasion for many years. It 
has been only recently that toe In- 
dians have submitted to the rule of 
the white, man. The Boer War 
dragged out for many months, al- 
though the countries subdued were 
small and much inferior to the Brit- 
ish in resources. If the Boers with 
their small resources could holdout 
for so long it is reasonable to as- 
sume that the United States could 
hold out forever against a much 
larger invader. To subdue the Unit- 
ed States would require millions of 
trained 
soldiers. 
It would then 


take millions more to keep the peo- 
ple subdued. 


But this country docs not proposo 


to risk such wasteful defense. That 
is why Congressmen have becotno 
alarmed about the national defense. 
Ti\cy do not. want the coast cities to 
be "ravaged. 
In other words they 


want, so give General Scott a chance 
to defend the country from destruc- 
tive foreign ships, should occasion 
arise. 
Secretary Garrison proposes an 


army of 350,000 men in the first line 
and he wants enough officers train- 
en to handle such 
an army. An 


army of 350.000 men he thinks 
would bo large enough to protect 
our coasts against any possible in- 


vasion .of the United States proper 
although we would have to depend 
on a navy to defend the Philippines, 
Hawaii and other insular posses- 
sions. 
• 
.. , 
The enlisted force of the United 


States is now 86,000 men with about, 
5 000 officers of all ranks. The army 
is scattered ia the Philippines, Alas- 
ka Porto Rico, Hawaii and m the 
posts • within the 
United States. 


Only 25,000 men are in the United 
States proper. 


Of the National Guardsmen there 


are 118,000 men and 9.000 officers. 
Garrison says some of these guards 
are efficient, others fairly efficient 
and others absolutely inefficient and 
undisciplined. In addition there are 
many young men receiving instruc- 
tion in the state 
universities and 


military schools. 
COAST DEFENSE COULD 
FIRE FORTY 3UST3TES. 


Secretary Garrison points to the 


lack of ammunition for the guns in 
our 
coast 
defense. 
He said the 


forts have enough ammunition to 
last for thirty or forty minutes. The 
nation, is figuring it could make 
more before we went into war. The 
greatest need in America just now 
is officers. It always has been the 
need in an American war. Because 
of the probability of a military hero 
runnine: for President, the party m 
power is always in fear the opposi- 
tion is going to play politics and 
vcrv frequently plays politics itself- 


When a man is placed at the head 


of an army his politics quite fre- 
quently is the determining factor. 
That military heroes are frequently 
made presidents is plainly shown by 
running down the list of our Presi- 
dents. Washington was the hero of 
the Revolution. 
Andrew 
Jackson 


and William Henry Harrison played 
an 
important part, in the war o£ 


1S12. Zachary Taylor was the hero 
of the Mexican war. After the Civil 
War. Grant. Hayes. Gartield and 
Harrison 
were elected Presidents 


and all had been general officers o£ 
the Union 
Army. 
McKinlcy. too, 


had been an officer of the Union 
Army. After McKinlcy came Rocse- 
velt,"the most spectacular land fight- 
er of the Spanish-American War. 
even though bo was not a high of- 
ficer. 
The American people. ar<> too emo- 


tional to see lhat an officer of an 
army does not necessarily make a, 


good President 
An army 
officer 


should be a specialist in his line, 
while a statesman should be a spe- 
cialist in his line. Take our own

Scott was a major when the war

Gen. Wood when 
military governor of Cuba. 
After 


leaving Cuba Scott was detailed to 
the Sulu Islands where he was mili- 
tary governor. There he continued 
his peaceful 
methods and became 


known as Father of all the Moros. 
From the Sulus Scott was made 
chancellor of West Point. When the 
troubles broke out on the Mexican 
frontier Scott was placed on tha 
border patrol. 


Recently Scott was made briga- 


dier general and chief o£ staff. One 
of his first duties as chief of staff, 
was to go to the Mexican border and 
arrange for the Mexicans to shoot 
at each other instead of shooting 
across the border line and killing 
American citizens in Arizona. 


Should war break 
out and an 


army should attempt to land in 
America it would be Scott's job to 
beat it back. Questions of defend- 
ing the South American Republics 
from foreign invasion in accordance 
with our Monroe Doctrine, is a mat- 
ter for the navy chiefly and not 
an army matter. Without an ade- 
quate navy we could not fight in 
South America with a much su- 
perior force, but the experts say •*• 
could beat oft an enemy Irom our 
owa shores.

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FAMOUS MASON AND D1XON LINE WAS 
1763 TO ESTABLISH BOUNDARY OF TWO COLONIES 


In 1763, 152 years ngo, two En- 


glish surveyors, Charles Mason and 
Jeremiah Dixon. begun the survey 
of what came to be Known as the 
Mason and Dixon line between the 
States of Pennsylvania and Mary- 
land. This line afterward became 
famous as the supposed boundary 
between the Korth and the South, 
or between the free and the slave- 
holding States. 


^ 
The line was surveyed at the in- 


stance of William Fenn ana Lord 
Baltimore. The surveyors were three 
years .in making tho survey from 
the northeast corner to the foot of 
Savage Mountain. In 1767 the vork 
was "finished from the latter point 
to Virginia, now "West Virginia. -The 
line is said to have cost $300,000 
and tho purveyors employed an 
armv of 100 axmee. and a road 


thirty feet wide-waa.-cut through 
the dense forest 
. . . 


A mixture of sand and:Hme stones 


of Hght brown-grayjsh color 'was 
brought over from England to-mark 
the line, and these stones: were set 
up at intervals, of .a. mile .wherever 
it was possible to erect them. They 
weighed 500 pounds each, and were 
four and one-half feet' high. 'On 
some parts of the-line the country 


was so rugged that mounds of dirt 
and rock hal'to be' substituted for 
these stones. - 
' ' 


Today the Mason' and Dixon line 


•has been resurveyed ahd're-marked 
and divested of "Us chief erroneous 
traditions. In 1S49 a revision of the 
linevwas made .by a joint commis- 
'sion-from Pennsylvania, Maryland 
nod Delaware, and it was then 
found that the change involved by 


the correction amounted to less 
than two acres, which were added 
to Maryland. In 1003 Pennsylvania 
and • Maryland each appropriated 
$n.ono for restoration of the line. 


Many o£ the peculiar English 


stones had disappeared, and the 
commission made an exhaustive 
search for them. The identification 
was an easy task, for on breaking 
them tho stones emitted a sulphur- 


odor. 
So thorough, was the 


search that some were found in the 
curbing of streets and In people's 
cellars. One was taken from the 
wall oE an old stone church, where 
it had done service for many years. 
In the places of those which could 
not be found new stones ot marble 
were set up. 


On every fifth stone the coat of 


arms of William Pcnn was cut on 


the Pennsylvania side, and on tha 
Maryland side the escutcheon o£ 
Jjord Baltimore was placed. On the 
others the monogram of P. and M. 
was cut. The stones are now set so 
near one another, even in the moun- 
tain regions that the traveler may 
stand at a stone and see the next 
one.

When the income tax collector

tolls. The name Is Albert S. Janin, 
Inventor of 
the 
hydroaeroplane. 


Perhaps you thought Glenn II. Cur- 
tlsa was the inventor of the hydro- 
Aeroplane, but the men down in the 
patent office say you are wrong. A 
few weeks ago they handed down 
•. decision at the patent office of 
"Washington saying the first model 
for a hydroaeroplane was made by 
Janin, and if any other makers of 
the machines wanted to construct 
them they would have to pay a roy- 
alty on each machine to Janin. 


These royalties will 
not 
begin 


from some future date after higher 
courts have deliberated long over 
the case, but all persons who have 
built flying machines using Janin's. 
method will have to pay royalties 
on all machines they ever 
havo 


made. 


That means a big sura of money 


was due Janin the day the decision, 
was handed down, and the chiof 
iob Janin now has on his hands if 
that of a collector. 


When the news was brought to 


Janin he was making a kitchen 
cabinet in a factory. 
He has been 


making cabinets for fourteen years, 
working eight hours a day in Rose- 
bank, 
Staten 
Island. 
When his 


work was over he wont home to his 


i private shop where he worked on a 


machine for Hying over the water 
and which could light on the waves 
like a 'luck- 


When the Wrights 
were 
still 


working with tlioir gliding

chines, Janir, was working on his 
type o£ flyer. Having spent his 
childhood on the seashore, Janin 
did not care so much nhout flying 
on land. 
He wanted to sail over

on the water Hying machine. There 
was still a.nother reason. 
Janin 


had. no long, sandy beach to fly 
ever as the Wrights had.

ers 'were bachelors and had noth- 
ing'to hold them back. 


As Janin expressed' it, he is a 


married man with seven children 
and had something to spur him on.

The sea was 
near enough to his house to be 
ready of access at all times for 
trial flights, and so Janin just, tried 
and' tried. 


"He's a nut." his neighbors said.

and told his story. He showed the 
dates of his patents and contended 


he was tho first inventor of th« 
machine. 
He wanted the patent 


rights. 
He had worked for years 


on the invention, and after he had 
gotten it to flying other companies 
not only had made a similar ma- 
chine, but had 
patented it and 


were making money out of it. 


"I" could beat these fellows in 


the courts if I had a chance," said 
Janin. 


Curtiss was interviewed on the 


matter.- He said he was wfihin his 
rights in making his machine. 
• Four years ago Thomas A. Hill, 
a patent lawyer of Broadway, took 
the case into the patent courts for 
Janin. 
Hill was president of the 


Aeronautical Society of 
America, 


and that is how he came to be in-, 
tercsted in the case. 
He did not 


accept any pay for his services. 


Hill went to Washington 
and 


began a fight, which was won the 
other day after four years. 


To understand the difficulties of 


the. inventor one must know some- 
thing about the patent office. 
In- 


stead of a great big bencficient in- 
stitution helping the poor, strug- 
gling inventors, it is only a book- 
keeping and recording institution. 
So many new patents come into the 
office every day and so many appli- 
cations for patents come into the 
office every day that the clerks 
there do little more than tabulate 
them, and it takes a long time to 
make the awards. Patent lawyers 
do a thriving business helping men 
get patents they deserve and help- 
ing other men keep their right to 
patents. 
The job Hill undertook 


was 'to get Janin's rights. 
Hill 


won the case and Janin has 
re- 


signed his job. 


When Janin left 
the 
shop the 


foreman wrung his hand and his 


Janin read all about the discoveries 
and experiments of the Wrights. 
He also read all about the discov- 
eries and inventions of the French- ' 
men and Germans. Then came the 
great success of the Wright broth- 
ers before Janin was 
ready 
to 


make his flight. 
JfEIGHBORS CALL TO 
SCOFF AT INVENTOR. 


As Wright won success after suc- 


cess, the neighbors called to scoff 
at Janin, who was only able to 
glide out over the bay for a short 
distance and wait for a boat to tow 
him home. But Janin was proceed- 
ing with safety. 
While an aero- 


plane has to rise high enough to 
get above the trees and has to sweep 
over deep'valleys and golleys and 
always is running in danger of 
coming against a barb wire fence, 
Janin could skim over the water 
like a gull, and if his engine went 
dead, he could drop to the waves 
easily. 


IIis plan was not 
unlike the 


Wright plan. 
The 
machine • was 


equipped with wings like an aero- 
plane. An automobile engine was 
used 
to 
propel 
the 
machine 


through the air at a high rate of 
speed. Two pontoons were so placed 
under the machine that it would 
float on the water. 
The machine 


was so equipped that it could make 
headway while floating on the pon- 
toons or it could leave the water 
and soar through the air. 


"You 
will never make a go of it," 


one of the neighbors told the car- 
penter of the cabinet shop. "Man 
wasn't made to fly until his Heaven- 
ly Father calls him up yonder and 
gives him a pair of angel's wings, or 
kick him down yonder, and gives 
him a pair of bat's wings. 
Birds 


and insects can fly on this side of 
the grave, but no one else ever 
can.' 


"I'm busy toni.cht nnd can't talk 


to you.'' said ,Tanin. The next Sun- 
day he was out petting Cucked in 
the bay while he was trying to 
make his machine keep up in the 
air. 
Neighbors at first came in 


crowds to see the flyer's failures, 
hut they got over it in time because 
there was nothing new to sec. 
It 


was the same old story of failure 


while AVright, who had flown only . 
over the land, was flying before the 
President. 


Then came a day when Janin 


flew out over the water and came 
back to his landing. The machine 
was a success, but the neighbors 
would not admit it. In fact, few of 
them saw the successful flight. The 
machine had proven itself to be 
good in two ways. It had proven 
it cnuld sustain itself on the. water 
and had proven it could come back 
to land. 


Then it was that makers of other 


flying craft began to make hydro- 
aeroplanes. 


The neighbors sympathized 
as 


follows: 


"Huh, 1 knew they'd steal your 


patent. 
Look what happened to 


the inventor of the cotton gin and 
all the rest of the big inventions. 
They never give you what you earn. 
You arc too rmall to be an inven- 
tor." 


Janin went to the makers of 


hydro-aeroplanes and insisted they 
had infringed on his patent rights. 
The manufacturers were polite but 
firm. 
They said they had invented 


the 
machines themselves. 
They 


had never heard of the obscure car- 
penter, and what if he (lid invent 
u machine which would fly over the 
water, they had invented machines 
t.o fly over both water and land 
and light anywhere. They told him 
it was indeed a strange coincidence 
they should have invented a ma- 
chine, like Janin, but it couldn't be 
helped. 
They wouldn't pay 
any 


royalties. 
They were not making 


any too much money themselves. 


Janin hadn't time to argue out 


the matter with the manufacturers. 
He went back to Roscbank and kept 
at work earning So a day making 
cabinets. 
He hated to see his big 


chance slip away from him after 
eleven years of incessant work, bul 
he guessed it couldn't be helped. 
FOfGHT POVERTY

Janin had fought poverty all his 


life and was used to it. 
Ho had 


fought, poverty when he went 
to 


school with the girl who became 
his wife. 
He was fighting poverty 


when the first child, Antoinette, 


fellow workmen

"Congratulations. Al," «dd th* 


foreman simply. Prom somewh«r* 
in the crowd apoke one of Janla't 
intimates: 


"The 'Bug' has made sood." 
"Well." rejoined Janin good-na- 


turedly, "it no longer will be Janin 
the cabinet maker, or Janin tha 
Bug, the dreamer. I guess th« han- 
dle to my name has been pretty 
firmly established as 'Jan, Inventor 
of the hydro-aeroplane.'"

BOATS BUILT BY ENOCH S. COOPER OF YUKON TERRITORY NEVER RETURN TO THEIR ORIGINAL HOME 


There are many professions and 


trades, but to build boats that never 
come back has been th-c business of 
Enoch 
S. Cooper of Whiichorsc. 


Yukon Territory, for over a dozen 
Tears. 


T.-:c orcest tramp sails the seven 


seas to come home to die. the hum- 
blest stern-wheeler hap one spot it 
calls home, but Cooper's boats leave 
his boatyard never to return. 


It is true they are, only little flat- 


bottomed affairs that are usually 
dignified by the name of pur.t or 
skiff, but to the men who buy them 
up in the Yukon •each seem? an ar- 
gosy indeed. 


Up in the Xorth the more expedi- 


tious modes of travel come high. K 
tosts a pood many round dollars to 
;o from Whitehorse to Ska sway by 
rail and the steamer fare down the 
JTukon to Dawson is dear, to say the 
sast. 


To a. man who would conserve hi? 


resources there are two means of 
pettitic out of Wliitchorsr open to 
lim, the trail ami the river. 


The trail is Ions and har:i. but. the 


river Uowg swift and free and a lig 


craft can float downstream through 
the Yukon's miles to Nome if one 
wants to go that far. 


And so it is that Cooper is a build- 


er of boats that never come back. 
For a full dozen years he has filled 
a want in Whitchorse because he is 
a skilled carpenter and a master 
builder of light, roiich craft. 


Your prospector, your miner, your 


business man. your fortune scc!:~~ 
launrhes his 15 foot skiff from Coop- 
er's boatyard and lets the cold cur- 
rent carry him to Dawson. Four or 
live men pool their resources and 
get Cooper's largest boat, a 24-foot- 
er, put in their supplies and earth- 
ly hrlongincs. and go down, down 
th« Yukon to Nome. 


Rut no matter the place they land 


onre ashore (hey have no further 
lisr for the boat. The stream is tf"T 
swift to return and perhaps they 
have no wish to. and so it IF that 
•"neper's boats never come back. 
Thf-y can'!. 


The winter is cold in ihT Yukon 


nn<l Ihc river is f:ill of jn<\ but when 
-Tune ••omc.s with i!s porp^fnl day- 
lixhl Cooper's hammer will sound 


again in his Whitchorse boatyard. 


After a month in Portland as tho 


guest of his son-in-law, Guy E- 
JSades, a local druggist, he is now 
sailing back to Skasway—for hia 
last summer in the Yukon, he says, 
nnd then he is coming back to livo 
on his farm near Dayton. 


r.road of shoulder, big chested, 


with his hair almost untouched by 
time, although his full beard is bc- 
Einninc to whiten. Cooper, the boat 
builder, is 72 years old. and still 
building boats. 


But aside from being the boat 


builder of the Yukon. Cooper 
>3 


probably one of the very few men 
living who saw both the California 
nnd 
Klondike sold rushes, who 


panned gold in '49 anu again in '98. 
Jt is true he was but a young boy 
during the golden days of M9. but 
he was there, and he cradled for 
the glittering gold with the best of 
them. 


With his pr.-on'.« Tie came from 


the Kast in a prairie schooner to 
Oregon in Wi. News of the ?old 
sJrike in California traveled fast, 
even in those days of slow commu- 


nication, and the Coopers, father 
and son. journeyed south to the El 
Dorado, making the trip, in spite of 
the greatest hardships, by ox team. 


After a year of moderate success, 


in which the boy saw all the wild 
life of the camps and learned the 
art of placer mining, the Coopers 
came back to Oregon in a sailing 
vessel, the journey requiring twelve 
days in face of a head wind. 


They came up the Columbia and 


the Willamette to where Portland 
now stand?. 
Both sides of tho 


stream were heavily wooded and 
none would have ventured to pre- 
dict the Rose City of today. 
Tho 


tiny vessel cot as near shore as 
possible, some logs were dragged 
into the water and planks laid 
across them nnd tho Coopers, bag 
and barrage and freight, disem- 
barked. 


"We transferred our possessions . 


to a smaller vessel." said >Ir. Coop- 
er the other day. "and started up- 
stream 
toward 
Jlilwaiikic. 
My 


father didn't like the looks of lite 
v»oat and toW the master io put us 
ashore. U was lortupatc he didt for 


the boat had not gone far before she 
upset. 


"We took another boat and were 


carted around the falls at Oregon 
City,and then in another craft up 
the river to our homestead near 
Whea'tland. In after years I lived' 
there and for some thirteen years 
in Salem and mined in eastern Ore- 
eon as well as following my trade- 
of brick layer and plasterer. 


"When the strike was announced 


in the Klondike I made for the 
North. 
From Skagway I started 


with a party for Whltehorse, going 
over the mountains. It was before 
the day of the railroad and we went 
by the Chilkoot Pass, the most dif- 
ficult of the two in the mountains 
between the coast and Whitehorsc. 


"It took us days to make the 


trip, snow storms covering the trail 
and burying our caches of food 
and supplies. We carried our load 
over the pass on our backs, a fear- 
ful job." 


And so Cooper is more than a 


builder of boats- He is one of the 
old school of iMoneers and he points 
with pride to the fct that the only 


buildings with plastered wails— 
there are two-^in Whitehorse, were 
plastered by him when he was not 
building boats. 


He has made arransements to 


sell his boatyard, but just to prove 
he is 72 years young he will plaster 
another building in Whitchorse this 
summer and build a boat a day to 
keep his hand in. Then he will re- 
tire, that is, he will if an active 
man can retire and the spell of the 
Yukon' doesn't prove too strong. 


But'whatever he does, the world 


. will remember him as the builder 


of boats that never come back.
